RULES OF PROCEDURE AND PRACTICE IN THE SENATE 
WHEN SITTING ON IMPEACHMENT TRIALS' 


I Whensoever the Senate shall leceive notice fiom the 
House of Representatives that managers are appointed on 
their part to conduct an impeachment against any person 
and are directed to carry articles of impeachment to the 
Senate, the Secietaiy of the Senate shall immediately inform 
the House of Representatives that the Senate is ready to 
receive tJtie manageis toi the purpose of exhibiting such 
articles of impeachment, agreeably to such notice 

II When the managers of an impeachment shall be intro- 
duced at the bar of the Senate and shall signify that they 
are leady to exhibit articles of impeachment against any 
person, the Presiding Officer of the Senate shall direct the 
Sergeant at Arms to make proclamation, who shall, after 
making proclamation, repeat the following words, viz ^^All 
persons are commanded to keep silence, on pain of imprison- 
ment, while the House of Representatives is exhibiting to 
the Senate of the United States articles of impeachment 

against after which the articles shall be 

exhibited, and then the Presidmg Officer of the Senate 
shall inform the managers that the Senate will take proper 
ordei on the subject of the impeachment, of which due 
notice shall be given to the House of Representatives 

III Upon such articles being piesented to the Senate, the 
Senate shall, at 1 o’clock afternoon of the day (Sunday

^ The Presiding Officer shall have power to make and 
issue, by himself or by the Secretary of the Senate, all 
orders, mandates, writs, and precepts authorized by these

■of witnesses, to enforce obedience to its orders, mandates,

RULE I 

SLRGEANT AT ARMS 

The Seigeant at Arms of the Senate, under the direction of 
the Piesidmg Officei, shall be the Executive Officer of the 
body for the enforcement of all rules made by the Committee 
on Rules for the legulation of the Senate Wing of the Capitol 
and Senate Annex The Senate floor shall be at all tunes 
under his immediate supervision, and he shall see that the 
various subordinate officers of his department perform the 
duties to which they are especially assigned 

RULE II 

MAJORITY AND MINORITY SECRETARIES 

The secietaiy for the majority and the secretary foi the 
mmoiity ^ shall be assigned, during the daily sessions of the 
Senate, to duty upon the Senate floor They shall see that 
the messengers assigned to the doors upon the Senate floor 
are at their posts, and that the floor and cloakrooms are 
cleared at least five minutes before the opening of daily 
sessions of all persons not entitled to remain there In the

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absence of tbe Seigeant at Arms the duties of Jus office, so 
far as they peitain to the enforcement of rules, shall devolve 
upon the secietaiy foi the majority and tlie secretary for

EULE III 

MESSENGERS ACTING AS ASSISTANT DOORKEEPERS 

The messengeito acting as Assistant Doorkeepers shall be 
assigned to then duties by the Sergeant at Arms 

RULE IV 

GALLERIES 

The Sergeant at Arms shall keep the aisles of the galleries 
clear, and shall not allow admittance into the galleries of 
more than then seating capacity 

The galleries of the Senate shall be set apart and occupied 
as follows 

PRESS GA.LLEPIES 

The galleiy m the reai of the Vice President's chair shall 
be set apart for reporteis of daily newspapers 

Persons desiiing admission to the Press Gallery shall make 
application to the Committee on Rules [as required by Rule 
IV for the regulation of the Senate Wing of the United States 
Capitol], and shall also state, m writing, for what paper or 
papers they aie employed, and shall further state that they 
are not engaged in the prosecution of claims pending before 
Congress or the departments, and will not become so en- 
gaged wliile allowed admission to the gallery, and that they 
iwe not m any sense the agents or representatives of persons 
or corporations having legislation befoie Congress, and will 
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not become such agents oi lepresentatives while retaining 
their right to places in the gallery Visiting journalists who 
may be allowed tempoiary admission to the galleiy must 
conform to the restrictions of tins rule 
The applications required by above ride (blank forms loi 
which can be obtained fioin the Doorkeepei ol the Press Gal- 
lery) shall be authenticated in a manner that shall be satisfac- 
tory to the Standing Committee of Correspondents, who shall 
see that the occupation of tne gallery is confined to bona fide 
telegiaphic correspondents ol leputable standing in then busi- 
ness, who lepiesent daily newspapers, but not exceeding one 
seat shall be assigned to each paper, and it shall be the duty of

Pei sons employed in the Executive oi Legislative Depait- 
ments of the Government, and persons engaged in other 
occupations whose chief attention is not given to newspapei 
coirespondence, shall not be entitled to admission to the 
Press Galleiy, and the pi ess list in the Congressional Direc- 
toiy shall be a list only of persons whose chief attention is 
given to telegiaphic correspondence for daily newspapers 
Correspondence entitled to the piivileges of the Press Gallery 
may be admitted to the Marble Room under such regulations 
as may be pi escribed by the Committee on Rules 
Membeis of the families of correspondents aie not entitled 
to admission to the Press Gallery 
The Press Gallery, subject to the supei vision and control 
of the Committee on Rules, shall be under the direction of 
the Standing Committee of Correspondents 
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DIPLOMATIC GALLERY 

The southern gallery over the main entrance to the Senate 
Chamber shall be set apart for the use of the Diplomatic 
Corps, and no person shall be admitted to it excepting the 
Secretary of State, foieign ministers, their families and 
suites, and Senators 

The caids of admission to said galleiy shall be issued by 
the Secretary of State, or the Chairman of the Committee 
on Kules, to such persons as are entitled to its privileges 

SENATE GALLERY 

The gallery ovei the east entiance to the Senate Chamber, 
formerly pait of the ladies' gallery, shall be set apart for the 
exclusive use of the families of Senators and guests visiting 
their families V'ho shall be designated by some member of the 
Senator's family, and for the families of ex~Presidents of the 
United States, as well as families of incumbent Secretary and 
Sergeant at Arms of the Senate 

No others shall be admitted, either by card or personal 
direction, except by the President and Vice President to then 
respective reserved seats 

Employees of the Senate, except those on duty at the 
gallery door, shall be excluded 

The front seat in the Senate Gallery, next adjoining the 
ladies' galleiy, shall be set apart for the use of the President, 
and no person shall be admitted to said seat except upon his 
order 

The seat immediately in the rear of the President's seat 
shall be set apart for the use of the Vice President, and no 
person shall be admitted thereto except upon his order 
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BESERVED GALLERIES 

The reserved galleries shall be governed by the following 
rule 

The galleries over the western entrance to the Senate Cham- 
ber and over the northeastern corner of said Chamber shall be 
set apart for the use of the families of Senators, of Members 
of the House of Representatives, of Cabinet mmisters, and of 
judges of the Supreme Court of the Umted States Other 
persons may be admitted to said galleries upon the card of a 
Senator The peiiod to vhich such card of admission shall 
be limited rests entirely in the discretion of the Senator 
issuing it 

ladies’ gallery 

The galler3^ extending from the Senate Gallerv to the Dip- 
lomatic Gallery shall be set apart for the use of ladies and 
ladies accompanied by gentlemen 

PUBLIC GALLERIES 

The galleries on either side of the western reseived gallery

MARBLE ROOM 

The anteroom known as the Marble Room is now a part 
of the floor of the Senate

CLOAKROOMS 

No persons shall be admitted to the cloakrooms adjoining 
the Senate Chamber excepting those entitled to the privileges 
of the Senate floor undei Standing Rule XXXIII 
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RULE VII 

HEATING AND VENTILATING DEPAETMENT ‘ 

No person shall be admitted to the heatmg and ventdatmg 
department of the Senate Wmg of the Capitol, except upon a 
pass from the Sergeant at Arms, or unless accompanied by 
an officer of the Senate 


RULE VIII 

BAEBER SHOP AND BATHROOMS 

The baiber shop, and bathrooms connected theiewith, 
shall be leseried exclusively for the use of Senators The 
bathroom m the heatmg and ventilatmg department of the 
Senate Wing shall be for the use of employees of the Senate, 
and no other persons shall be entitled to its pnvileges 

RULE IX 

SENATE RESTAURANT 

The kige private room oi the restaurant shall be reserved 
exclusively for Senators and their guests

the use of Senators and Membeis of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and such use of the private rooms of the restau- 
rant shall not be interfered with

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excepting time tables m the Post Office and such signs as

RULE XIII

from Senator’s families, and official communications, shall be 
sent to a Senator in the Chamber during the daily sessions of 
the Senate before 2 o’clock p m , unless he shall so diiect 

RULE XIV 

CARDS AND COMMUNICATIONS DURING EXECUTIVE SESSIONS 

No cards, letteis, or other communications shall be sent to 
Senators in the Chambei when the Senate is in executive 
session, except cards of Members of the House of Repie- 
sentatives, calls from the Supreme Court of the United States, 
letters fiom Senators’ families, official communications and 
telegrams, unless Senators shall direct the messenger at the 
mam door of the Senate Chamber otherwise 

RULE XV 

SWEEPING, CLEANING 

All sweeping, cleaning, and dusting of the Senate Wing of 
the Capitol shall be done, as far as practicable, immediately

of the electors appointed, setting forth the names of such 
electors and the canvass or other ascertainment under the 
laws of such State of the number of votes given or cast for 
each person for whose appomtment any and all votes have 
been given or cast, and it shall also thereupon be the duty 
of the executive of each State to deliver to the electors of 
such State, on or before the day on which they are required 
by section 1 of this act to meet, six duplicates original of

Jefferson’s Manual, Section XLVI 
It is on the occasion of amendments between the Houses 
that conferences are usually asked, but they may be asked 
m all cases of difference of opmion between the two Houses 
on matters depending between them The request of a 
conference, however, must always be by the House which 
IS possessed of the papers (3 Hats , 31 , 1 Grey, 425 ) 

Conferences may either be simple or free At a confer- 
ence simply, written reasons aie prepared by the House 
fl glnng it, and they are read and dehvered, without debate, 
to the managers of the other House at the conference, but 
are not then to be answered (4 Grey, 144 ) The other 
House then, if satisfied, vote the reasons satisfactory, or 
say nothmg, if not satisfied, they resolve them not satis-

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factory and ask a conference on the subject of the last con- 
ference, where they read and deliver, in like inannei , written 
answers to those reasons (3 Grey, 183 ) They are meant 
chiefly to record the justification of each House to the 
nation at large and to posterity, and in proof that the mis- 
carriage of a necessary measuie is not imputable to them 
(3 Grey, 255 ) At free conferences the managers discuss, 
viva voce and freely, and interchange propositions for such 
modifications as may be made m a parliamentary way, and 
may brmg the sense of the two Houses together And each 
party reports m writing to their respective Houses the 
substance of what is said on both sides, and it is entered 
m their journals (9 Grey, 220, 3 Hats , 280 ) This report 
can not be amended or altered, as that of a committee may 
be (Journal Senate, May 24, 1796 ) 

A conference may be asked before the House asking it has 
come to a resolution of disagreement, insisting or adhermg 
(3 Hats , 269, 341 ) In which case the papers are not left 
with the other confeiees, but are brought back to be the 
foundation of the vote to be given And this is the most 
reasonable and respectful proceeding, foi, as 'was urged 
by the Lords on a particular occasion, “it is held vain, and 
below the wisdom of Parliament, to reason or argue against 
fixed resolutions and upon terms of impossibility to per- 
suade (3 Hats , 226 ) So the Commons, say, “an 
adherence is never delivered at a fiee conference, which 
imphes debate ” (10 Grey, 137 ) And on another occasion 

the Lords made it an objection that the Commons had asked 
a free conference after they had made resolutions of adbeiing 
It was then affirmed, however, on the part of the Commons, 
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that nothing was more parliamentary than to proceed with 
free conferences aftei adhermg (3 Hats , 369), and we do m 
fact see mstances of conference, or of free conference, asked 
after the resolution of disagreeing (3 Hats , 251, 253, 260, 
286, 291, 316, 349), of msistmg (ib , 280, 296, 299, 319, 322, 
355), of adhermg (269, 270, 283, 300), and even of a second 
or final adherence (3 Hats , 270 ) And m all cases of 
conference asked after a vote of disagreement, etc , the 
conferees of the House askmg it are to leave the papers with 
the conferees of the other, and m one case where they refused 
to receive them they were left on the table m the conference 
chamber (Ib , 271, 317, 323, 354, 10 Grey, 146 ) 

After a fiee conference the usage is to proceed with free 
conferences, and not to return again to a conference (3 
Hats , 270, 9 Grey, 229 ) 

After a conference denied a free conference may be asked 
(1 Grey, 45 ) 

When a conference is asked the subject of it must be 
expressed or the conference not agreed to (Ord H Com , 
89, 1 Grey, 425, 7 Grey, 31 ) They are sometimes asked to 
mquire concemmg an offense or default of a member of the 
other House (6 Grey, 181 , 1 Chand , 204 ) Or the failure of 
the other House to present to the King a bill passed by both 
Houses (8 Grey, 302 ) Or on mfoimation received and 
relating to tbe safety of the nation (10 Grey, 171 ) Or 
when the methods of Parhament are thought by the one 
House to have been departed from by the other a conference 
IS asked to come to a nght understandmg thereon (10 
Grey, 148 ) So when an unpaihamentary message has been

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sent, instead of answering it, they ask a conference (3 
Grey, 155 ) Formerly an addiess or articles of impeach-

Character of Conferences 

2 Conferences may either be simple or free (Jefferson’s 
Manual, Section XLVI ) 

[Note — This rule and the definition and description of the two kinds 
of conferences are found in the foregoing section Vice-President 
Hamlin, in ruhng upon a question of order in the Senate in the Thirty- 
eighth Congress, stated the rule and the distinction between free and 
simple conferences as follows 

‘^Conferences are of two characters, free and simple A free con- 
ference is that which leaves the committee of conference entiiely free 
to pass upon any subject where the two branches have disagreed m 
their vote, not, hovever, including any action upon any subject where 
there has been a concurrent vote of both branches A simple confer- 
ence — ^perhaps it should more properly be termed a strict or a specific 
conference, though the parliamentary term is simple — ^is that which 
confines the committee of conference to the specific instructions of the 
body appointing it ” (Thirty-eighth Congress, first session, Congres- 
sional Globe, Part I, p 900 ) 

Speaker Reed, in his Manual of General Parliamentary Law, chapter 
XV, section 242, states that “A free conference is one where the 
conferees meet and present not only the reasons of each House, but 
such arguments and reasons and persuasions as seem suitable to each 
member of the committee Instead of being confined to reasons 
adopted by either House, each member may present his own A 
conference may therefore be a free conference though each House may 
have instructed its members and limited them to the terms of the 
agreement This method of conference is the only one known to our 
parhamentary law, at least, it is the only one now in practice When 
two legislative bodies m this country have a conference, it is a free

APPOINTMENT OP CONFEREES 

17 Statement of prmciples governing the selection of 
conferees on the part of the House (1383), namely 

[Note — These principles and provisions are also applicable to the 
Senate and in harmony with its practice ] 

The House members of conference committees, called 
the managers on the pait of the House, are appomted by 
the Speaker 

[Note —The Senate members of conference committees, called the 
managers on the part of the Senate, are appointed by the Presiding 
Officer, hy unanimous consent, under the custom of the Senate Rule 
XXIV, clause 1, provides that all committees of the Senate shall be 
appointed by ballot unless otherwise ordered ] 

They arc usually three m number, but on important 
measures the number is sometimes mcreased In the selec- 
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tion of the managers the two large political paities are 
usually represented, and, also, care is taken that there shall 
be a representation of the two opimons which almost always 
exist on subjects of importance Of course the majority 
party and the prevailmg opuuon have the majority of the 
managers * * * 

It IS also almost the mvanable practice to select managers 
from the members of the committee which considered the 
bilL * * -i* But sometimes in order to give representa- 

tion to a strong or prevaihng sentiment in the House the 
Speaker goes outside the ranks of the committee * * * 

The managers of the two Houses while in conference vote 
separately, the majoiity determimng the attitude to be 
taken toward the propositions of the other House When 
the report is made the signatures of a majority of each 
board of managers are sufficient The mmority managers 
frequently refrain from sigmng the report, and it is not 
unprecedented for a mmority manager to mdorse his pro- 
test on the report 

18 When conferees have disagreed or a conference report 
has been rejected, the usual practice is to reappomt the 
managers, although it seems to have been otherwise in 
former years (1383 ) 

19 Conferees having been appointed, it is too late to recon- 
sider the vote whereby the House has disagreed to a Senate 
amendment (1205 ) 

DISCHARGE OF CONFEREES 

20 While a conference asked by the House was m prog- 
ress on the Housers disagreement to Senate amendments, 
by a special order the House discharged its conferees, re-

In the House, in case such matter is mcluded, the confer- 
ence report may be ruled out on a point of ordei (See

Hobart, in overruling a point of order made on this ground against a 
conference report during its reading in the Senate, stated that the report 
having been adopted by one House and being now submitted for dis- 
cussion and decision in the form of concurrenc,e or disagreement, it is 
not in the province of the Chair during the progress of its presentation 
to decide that matter has been inserted which is new or not relevant, 
but that such questions should go before the Senate when it ccmes to

PREFACE TO JEFFERSON'S MANUAL 


The Constitution of the United States, establishing a legislature for 
the Union under certain forms, authorizes each branch of it ^^to deter- 
mine the rules of its own proceedings ” The Senate has accordingly 
formed some rules for its own government, but these going only to few 
cases, it has referred to the decision of its President, without debate 
and without appeal, all questions of order arising either under its own 
rules or where it has provided none This places under the discretion 
of the President a very extensive field of decision, and one which, 
irregularly exercised, would have a powerful effect on the proceedings 
and determinations of the House The President must feel, weightily 
and seriously, this confidence in his discretion, and the necessity of 
recurrmg, for its government, to some known system of rules, that he 
may neither leave himself free to indulge caprice or passion nor open 
to the imputation of them But to what system of rules is he to recur, 
as supplementary to those of the Senate**^ To this there can be but one 
answer To the system of regulations adopted for the government of 
some one of the parliamentary bodies withm these States, or of that 
which has served as a prototype to most of them This last is the 
model which we have all studied, while we are httle acquainted with the 
modifications of it in our several States It is deposited, too, m publica- 
tions possessed by many and open to all Its rules are probably as 
wisely constructed for governing the debates of a deliberative body, 
and obtaining its true sense, as any which can become known to us, and 
the acquiescence of the Senate, hitherto, under the references to them, 
has given them the sanction of its approbation 
Considering, therefore, the law of proceedings in the Senate as com- 
posed of the precepts of the Constitution, the regulations of the Senate, 
and, where these are silent, of the rules of Parliament, I have here en- 
deavored to collect and digest so much of these as is called for in ordi- 
nary practice, collating the Parliamentary with the Senatorial rules, 
both where they agree and where they vary I have done this as well 
to have them at hand for my own government as to deposit with the 
Senate the standard h} which I judge and am willing to be judged I 
could not doubt the necessitv of quoting the sources of my information, 
106652— S Doc 258, 74-2 15 225 
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among which Mr Hatsel’s most valuable book is preeminent, but as he 
has only treated some general heads, I have been obliged to recur to 
other authorities in support of a number of common rules of practice 
to which his plan did not descend Sometimes each authority cited 
supports the whole passage Sometimes it rests on all taken together 
Sometimes the authority goes only to a part of the text, the residue 
being inferred from known rules and principles For some of the most 
familiar forms no written authority is or can be quoted, no writer having 
supposed it necessary to repeat what all were presumed to know The 
statement of these must rest on their notoriety 
I am aware that authorities can often be produced m opposition to 
the rules which I lay down as Parliamentary An attention to dates 
will generally remove their weight The proceedings of Parliament 
m ancient times, and for a long while, were crude, multiform, and 
embarrassmg They have been, however, constantly advancing 
toward unif ormity and accuiacy, and have now attained a degree of 
aptitude to their object beyond which little is to be desired or expected 
Yet I am far from the presumption of believing that I may not have 
mistaken the Parliamentaiy practice m some cases, and especially m 
those mmor forms, which, being practiced daily, are supposed known to 
everybody, and therefore have not been committed to writing Our 
resources in this quarter of the globe for obtaimng information on that 
part of the subject are not perfect But I have begun a sketch, which 
those who come after me will successively correct and fill up till a code 
of rules shall be formed for the use of the Senate, the effects of which 
may be accuracy in business, economy of time, order, uniformity, and 
impartiality 
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IMPORTANCE OF RULES 

SEC I IMPOBTANCE OF ADHEEING TO RTJLES 

Ml Onslow, the ablest among the Speakers of the House of 
Commons, used to say it was a maxim he had often heard 
when he was a young man, from old and experienced mem- 
bers, that nothing tended more to throw power into the 
hands of admmistration, and those who acted with the ma- 
jority of the House of Commons, than a neglect of, or de- 
parture from, the rules of proceedmg, that these forms, as 
instituted by our ancestors, operated as a check and control 
on the actions of the majority, and that they were, m many 
mstances, a shelter and protection to the mmority agamst 
the attempts of power So far the maxim is certainly true, 
and is founded m good sense, that as it is always m the power 
of the majonty, by their numbers, to stop any improper 
measures proposed on the part of their opponents, the only 
weapons by which the mmority can defend themselyes 
agamst similar attempts from those m power are the forms 
and rules of proceedmg which hare been adopted as they 
were found necessary, from tune to tune, and are become the 
law of the House, by a strict adherence to which the weaker 
party can only be protected from those irregularities and 
abuses which these forms were mtended to check and which 
the wantonness of power is but too often apt to suggest to 
large and successful majorities 2 Hats , 171, 172 
And whether these forms be m all cases the most rational or 
not, IS really not of so great importance It is much more 
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material that there should be a rule to go by, than what 
that rule is, that there may be a uniformity of proceedmg 
m business not subject to the caprice of the Speaker or cap- 
tiousness of the members It is very material that order, 
decency, and regularity be preserved in a dignified pubhc 
body 2 Hats, 149

AH legislative powers herem granted shall be vested in a

SEC III PRIVILEGE 

The privileges of members of Parhament, from small and 
obscure beginnings, have been advancmg for centuries with 
a firm and never-yieldmg pace Claims seem to have been 
brought forward from time to tune, and repeated, till some 
example of their admission enabled them to build law on 
that example We can only, therefore, state the pomts of 
progression at which they now are It is now acknowledged 
1 That they are at all tunes exempted from question else- 
where, for anythmg said m their own House, that durmg 
the time of privilege 2 Neither a member himself, his ^ 
wife, nor his servants (familiares sm), for any matter of 
their own, may be ^ arrested on mesne process m any civil

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suit 3 Nor be detained under execution, though levied 
before time of privilege 4 Nor impleaded, cited, or sub- 
poenaed m any court 5 Nor summoned as a witness or 
juror 6 Nor may their lands or goods be distramed 7 
Nor their persons assaulted or characters traduced And 
the period of time covered by privilege, before and after the 
session, with the practice of short prorogations under the 
connivance of the Crown, amounts m fact to a perpetual 
protection agamst the course of justice In one mstance, 
mdeed, it has been relaxed by the 10 G III, c 50, which 
permits judiciary proceedmgs to go on agamst them That

It was probably from this view of the encroaching character 
of privilege that the framers of our Constitution, m their 
care to provide that the laws shall bmd equally on all, and 
especially that those who make them shall not exempt 
themselves from their operation, have only privileged Sena- 
tors and Kepresentatives themselves from the smgle act 
of arrest m all cases except treason, felony, and breach of 
the peace, durmg their attendance at the session of their 
respective Houses, and in gomg to and returning from the 
same, and from bemg questioned m any other place for any 
speech or debate m either House ConshtutwTi UTiited States, 
Art I, sec 6 Under the general authority to make all laws 
necessary and proper for carrymg mto execution the powers 
given them {Conshtuhon United States, Art I, sec 8), they 
may provide by law the details which may be necessary for 
giving full effect to the enjoyment of this privilege No such 
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law being as yet made, it seems to stand at present on the fol- 
lowing ground 1 The act of arrest is void ab initio (2 
Stra , 989 ) 2 The member arrested may be discharged on

The tune necessary for gomg to and returnmg from Con- 
gress not bemg defined, it will, of course, be judged of m 
every particular case by those who will have to decide the 
case While privilege was understood m England to extend, 
as it does here, only to exemption from arrest, eundo, 
morando, et redeundo, the House of Commons themselves 
decided that ^^a convenient time was to be understood 
{1580 ) 1 Hats , 99, 100 Nor is the law so strict in point 

of time as to require the party to set out immediately on his 
return, but allows him time to settle his private affairs, and 
to prepare for his journey, and does not even scan his road 
very mcely, nor forfeit his protection for a httle deviation 
from that which is most direct, some necessity perhaps 
constraimng him to it 2 Stra , 986, 987 
This privilege from arrest, privileges, of course, agamst all 
process the disobedience to which is punishable by an attach- 
ment of the person, as a subpoena ad respondendum, or 
testificandum, or a summons on a jury, and with reason, 
because a member has superior duties to perform m another 
place When a Representative is withdrawn from his 
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seat by summons, the 40,000 people whom he represents 
lose their voice m debate and vote, as they do on his volun- 
tary absence, when a Senator is withdrawn by summons, 
his State loses half its voice m debate and vote, as it does 
on his voluntary absence The enormous disparity of evil 
admits of no comparison 

So far there will probably be no difference of opmion as to 
the privileges of the two Houses of Congress, but in the fol- 
lowing cases it is otherwise In December, 1795, the House 
of Eepresentatives committed two persons of the name of 
Kandall and Whitney for attempting to corrupt the integ- 
rity of certam members, which they considered as a con- 
tempt and breach of the privileges of the House, and the 
facts bemg proved Whitney was detamed m confinement 
a fortnight and Randall three weeks, and both were repri- 
manded by the Speaker In March, 1796, the House of 
Representatives voted a challenge given to a member of 
their House to be a breach of the privileges of the House, 
but satisfactory apologies and acknowledgments being made 
no further proceeding was had The editor of the Aurora 
having, m his paper of February 19, 1800, mserted some 
paragraphs defamatory of the Senate, and failed m his 
appearance, he was ordered to be committed In debating 
the legality of this order it was insisted, m support of it, 
that every man, by the law of nature, and every body of 
men possesses the right of self-defense, that all pubhc func- 
tionaries are essentially mvested with the powers of self- 
preservation, that they have an mherent right to do all acts 
necessary to keep themselves m a condition to discharge the 
trusts confided to them, that whenever authorities are given, 
the means of carrymg them mto execution are given by 
necessary implication, that thus we see the British Parlia- 
ment exercise the right of punishmg contempts, all the 
State legislatures exercise the same power, and every court 
does the same, that, if we have it not, we sit at the mercy 
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of every intruder who may enter our doors or gallery, and, 
by noise and tumult, render proceeding m business im- 
practicable, that if our tranquillity is to be perpetuaUy 
disturbed by newspaper defamation, it will not be possible 
to exercise our functions with the requisite coolness and 
dehberation, and that we must therefore have a power to 
punish these disturbers of our peace and proceedings To 
this it was answered that the Parliament and courts of 
England have cogmzance of contempts by the express 
provisions of their law, that the State legislatures have equal 
authority, because their powers are plenary, they represent 
their constituents completely, and possess all their powers, 
except such as their constitutions have expressly denied 
them, that the courts of the several States have the same 
powers by the laws of their States, and those of the Federal 
Government by the same State laws adopted in each State, 
by a law of Congress, that none of these bodies, therefore, 
derive those powers from natural or necessary right, but 
from express law, that Congress have no such natural or 
necessary power, nor any powers but such as are given 
them by the Constitution, that that has given them, directly, 
exemption from personal arrest, exemption from question 
elsewhere for what is said in their House, and power over 
their own members and proceedings, for these no further 
law IS necessary, the Constitution bemg the law, that, 
moreover, by that article of the Constitution which author- 
izes them ^To make all laws necessary and proper for carry- 
mg mto execution the powers vested by the Constitution in 
them,^^ they may provide by law for an undisturbed exercise 
of their functions, e g , for the punishment of contempts, 
of affrays or tumult m their presence, etc , but, till the law 
be made, it does not exist, and does not exist from their 
own neglect, that, m the meantime, however, they are not 
unprotected, the ordmary magistrates and courts of law 
bemg open and competent to punish all unjustifiable dis-

turbances or defamations, and even tbeir own sergeant, who 
may appoint deputies ad hbitum to aid him (5 drey, 59, 147 , 
255), is equal to small disturbances, that m requiring a 
previous law the Constitution bad regard to the mviola- 
bihty of the citizen, as well as of the member, as, should 
one House, m the regular form of a bill, aun at too broad 
privileges, it may be checked by the other, and both by the 
President, and also, as the law bemg promulgated, the 
citizen will know how to avoid offense. But if one branch 
may assume its own privileges without control, if it may do 
it on the spur of the occasion, conceal the law m its own 
breast, and, after the fact committed, make its sentence both 
the law and the judgment on that fact, if the offense is to 
be kept undefined and to be declared only ex re nata and 
accordmg to the passions of the moment, and there be no 
limitation either m the manner or measure of the punish- 
ment, the condition of the citizen will be perilous mdeed 
Which of these doctrines is to prevail time will decide 
Where there is no fixed law, the judgment on any particular 
case is the law of that single case only, and dies with it. 
When a new and even a similar case arises, the judgment 
which IS to make and at the same time apply the law is open 
to question and consideration, as are all new laws Perhaps 
Congress, m the meantime, m their care for the safety of the 
citizen, as well as that for their own protection, may declare 
by law what is necessary and proper to enable them to carry 
mto execution the powers vested m them, and thereby hang 
up a rule for the mspection of all, which may direct the con- 
duct of the citizen and at the same tune test the judgments 
they shall themselves pronounce m their own case.

In the Senate the bills and other papers which are in pos- 
session of the House, and in a state to be acted on, are ar- 
ranged every morning and brought on m the following order 
1 Bills ready for a second reading are read, that they may 
be referred to committees, and so be put under way But 
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if 5 on tkeir being read, no motion is made for commitment, 
they are then laid on the table m the general file, to be taken 
up m their ]ust turn 

2 After 12 o’clock, bills ready for it are put on their 
passage 

3 Reports in possession of the House which ojSer grounds 
for a bill are to be taken up, that the bill may be ordered m 

4 Bills or other matters before the House, and unfinished 
on the preceding day, whether taken up in turn or on special 
order, are entitled to be resumed and passed on through 
their present stage 

5 These matters being dispatched, for preparing and 
expediting busmess the general file of bills and other papers 
is then taken up, and each article of it is brought on accordmg 
to its semority, reckoned by the date of its first introduction 
to the House Reports on bills belong to the dates of their 
biUs 

The arrangement of the business of the Senate is now as 
follows ^ 

1 Motions previously submitted 

2 Reports of committees previously made 

3 Bills from the House of Representatives, and those 
mtroduced on leave, which have been read the first tune, are 
read the second time, and if not referred to a committee, are 
considered m Committee of the Whole, and proceeded with 
as m other cases 

4 After 12 o’clock, engrossed bills of the Senate and bills 
of the House of Representatives on third readmg are put 
on their passage 

5 If the above are finished before 1 o’clock, the general 
file of bills, consisting of those reported from committees on 
the second readmg and those reported from committees 
after having been referred, are taken up in the order m which

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they were reported to the Senate by the respective com- 
mittees 

6 At 1 o’clock, if no busmess be pendmg or if no motion 
be made to pioceed to other business, the special orders are 
called, at the head of which stands the unfinished busmess 
of the preceding day 

In this way we do not waste our time m debating what 
shall be taken up We do one thing at a time, follow up a 
subject while it is fresh, and till it is done with, clear the 
House of business gradatim as it is brought on, and prevent, 
to a certain degree, its immense accumulation toward the 
close of the session 

Arrangement, however, can only take hold of matters in 
possession of the House New matter may be moved at 
any time when no question is before the House Such are 
ongmal motions and reports on bills Such are bills from 
the other House, which are received at all times, and receive 
their first readmg as soon as the question then before the 
House IS disposed of, and biUs brought m on leave, which 
are read first whenever presented So messages from the 
other House respecting amendments to bills are taken up 
as soon as the House is clear of a question, miless they 
require to be printed, for better consideration Orders of 
the day may be called for, even when another question is 
before the House 

SEC XV ORDEE 

Each House may determme the rules of its proceedings,

jections If none be made, he rises again and puts the

SEC XXV BILLS, SECOND READING 

The second reading must regularly be on another day.

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tune of reading it, and that the question will be whether it 
shall be committed, or engrossed and read a third time

The committee have full power over the bill or other paper 
committed to them, except that they can not change the

The paper before a committee, whether select or of the 
whole, may be a bill, resolutions, draft of an address, etc , 
and it may either originate with them or be referred to them 
In every case the whole paper is read, first by the clerk and 
then by the chairman, by paragraphs {Scob , 46), pausing 
at the end of each paragraph, and puttmg questions for 
amending, if proposed In the case of resolutions on 
distinct subjects, originating with themselves, a question 
is put on each separately, as amended or unamended, and 
no final question on the whole (3 Hats , 276), but if they 
relate to the same subject a question is put on the whole. 
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If it be a bill, draft of an address, or other paper originating 
with them, they pioceed by paragraphs, putting questions for 
amending, either by insertion or striking out, if proposed, but 
no question on agreeing to the paragraphs separately This 
IS reserved to the close, when a question is put on the whole, 
for agreeing to it as amended or unamended But if it be a 
paper referred to them they proceed to put questions of 
amendment, if proposed, but no final question on the whole, 
because all parts of the paper, having been adopted by the 
House, stand, of course, unless altered or struck out by a 
vote Even if they are opposed to the whole paper, and 
think it can not be made good by amendments, they can 
not reject it, but must report it back to the House without 
amendments, and there make their opposition 

The natural order in considering and amending any paper is 
to begin at the beginmng, and proceed through it by para- 
graphs, and this order is so strictly adhered to in Parliament 
that, when a latter part has been amended, you can not recur 
back and make any alteration m a former part 2 Hats , 90 
In numerous assembles this restraint is doubtless important, 
but in the Senate of the United States, though m the mam 
we consider and amend the paragraphs in their natural order, 
recurrences are indulged, and thev seem, on the whole, in 
that small body, to produce advantages overweighing their 
inconvemences 

To this natural order of beginmng at the beginmng there is 
a single exception found m parhamentary usage When a 
bill IS taken up in committee, or on its second reading, they 
postpone the preamble till the other parts of the bilJ are gone 
through The reason is, that on consideration of the body 
of the bill such alterations may therein be made as may also 
occasion the alteration of the preamble Scob , SO, 7

of amendment, not permitting amendments in a subsequent

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SEC XXVII REPORT OF COMMITTEE 

The chan man of the committee, standmg m his place, 
mforms the House that the committee to whom was referred 
such a bill have, accordmg to order, had the same imder 
consideration, and have diiected him to repoit the same 
without any amendment, or with simdry amendments (as 
the case may be), which he is leady to do when the House 
pleases to receive it And he or any other may move that

SEC XXIX BILL, REPORTS TAKEN UP 

When the report of a paper ongmating with a committee 
is taken up by the House, they proceed exactly as in com- 
mittee Here, as m committee, when the paragraphs have, 
on distinct questions, been agreed to seriatim {5 Greyy 366; 
6 Grey, 368, 8 Grey, 47, 104 j ^00, 1 Torbuck^s Deb , 125, $ 
Hats , 348), no question needs be put on the whole report 
(5 Grey, 381) 

On takmg up a bill reported with amendments, the amend- 
ments only are read by the Clerk The Speaker then reads 
the first, and puts it to the question, and so on till the whole 
are adopted or i ejected, before any other amendment be 
admitted, except it be an amendment to an amendment*. 
Elsynge^s Mem , 53 When through the amendments of the 
committee, the Speaker pauses, and gives time for amend- 
ments to be proposed m the House to the body of the bill, 
as he does also if it has been reported without amendments, 
puttmg no questions but on amendments proposed, and 
when thiough the whole, he puts the question whether the 
bill shall be read a third time 

SEC XXX QUASI-COMMITTEE 

If on motion and question the bill be not committed, or 
if no proposition for commitment be made, then the pro- 
ceedmgs m the Senate of the Umted States and m Parha- 
ment are totally different The former shall be first stated

The proceedmg of the Senate as m a Committee of the 
Whole, or in quasi-committee, is precisely as m a real Com- 
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mittee of the Whole, taking no questions but on amend- 
ments When through the whole, they consider the quasi- 
committee as risen, the House resumed without any motion, 
question, or resolution to that effect, and the President 
reports that '^the House, acting as m a Committee of the 
Wtole, have had imder their consideration the bill entitled, 
etc , and have made sundry amendments, which he will now 
report to the House ” The bill is then before them, as it 
would have been if reported fiom a committee, and the ques- 
tions are regularly to be put agam on every amendment, 
which bemg gone through, the President pauses to give time 
to the House to propose amendments to the body of the 
biU, and, when through, puts the question whether it shall 
be read a third time 

After progress in amending the bill in quasi-committee, a 
motion may be made to refer it to a special committee If 
the motion prevails, it is equivalent in effect to the several 
votes that the committee nse, the House resume itself, dis- 
charge the Comimttee of the Whole, and refer the bill to a 
special committee In that case, the amendments already 
made fall But if the motion fails, the quasi-comimttee 
stands in statu quo 

How far does this XV th rule subject the House, when m 
quasi-committee, to the laws which regulate the proceedings 
of the Committees of the Whole The pariculars in which 
these differ from proceedings in the House are the following 
1 In a comimttee every member may speak as often as he 
pleases 2 The votes of a committee may be rejected or 
altered when reported to the House 3 A committee, even 
of the whole, can not refer any matter to another committee 
4 In a committee no previous question can be taken, the 
only means to avoid an improper discussion is to move that 
the committee nse, and if it be apprehended that the same 
discussion will be attempted on returning into committee, the 
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House can discharge them, and proceed itself on the business, 
keeping down the improper discussion by the previous ques- 
tion 5 A committee can not punish a breach of order in 
the House or m the gallery 9 Grey, 113 It can only nse 
and report it to the House, who may proceed to punish The 
first and second of these peculiarities attach to the quasi- 
committee of the Senate, as every day's practice proves, and 
it seems to be the only ones to which the XVth rule meant to 
subject them, for it continues to be a House, and, therefore, 
though it acts in some respects as a committee, in others it 
preserves its character as a House Thus (3) it is in the 
daily habit of referring its business to a special committee 
4 It adnuts of the previous question. If it did not, it 
would have no means of preventmg an improper discussion, 
not being able, as a committee is, to avoid it by returmng 
into the House, for the moment it would resume the same 
subject there the XVth rule declare it again a quasi-comnut- 
tee 5 It would doubtless exercise its powers as a House on 
any breach of order 6 It takes a question by yea and nay, 
as the House does 7 It receives messages from the Presi- 
dent and the other House 8 In the midst of a debate it 
receives a motion to adjourn, and adjourns as a House, not 
as a committee 

SEC XXXI BILL, SECOND READING IN THE HOUSE 

In Parhament, after the bill has been read a second time, 
if on the motion and question it be not committed, or if no 
proposition for commitment be made, the Speaker reads it 
by paragraphs, pausing between each, but putting no ques- 
tion but on amendments proposed, and when through the 
whole, he puts the question whether it shall be read a third 
time, if it came from the other House, or, if oiugmating with 
themselves, whether it shall be engrossed and read a third 
time The Speaker reads sitting, but rises to put questions 
The Clerk stands while he reads 
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the Senate of the United States is so much in the 
habit of making many and material amendments at the third 
reading that it has become the piactice not to engross a bill 
till it has passed — an irregular and dangerous practice, be- 
cause in this way the paper which passes the Senate is not 
that which goes to the other House, and that which goes to 
the other House as the act of the Senate, has never been seen 
in the Senate In reducing numerous, difficult, and illegible 
amendments into the text, the Secretary may, with the most 
innocent intentions, commit errors which can never again be 
corrected 

The biU being now as perfect as its friends can make it, 
this IS the proper stage for those fundamentally opposed to 
make their first attack All attempts at earher periods are 
with disjointed efforts, because many who do not expect to 
be in favor of the bdl ultimately are willing to let it go on 
to its perfect state, to take time to examine it themselves 
and to hear what can be said for it, knowing that after all 
they will have sufficient opportunities of giving it their veto 
Its two last stages, therefore, are reserved for this — that is 
to say, on the question whether it shall be engrossed and 
read a third time, and, lastly, whether it shall pass The 
first of these is usually the most interesting contest, because 
then the whole subject is new and engaging, and the minds 
of the members havmg not yet been declared by any trying 
vote the issue is the more doubtful In this stage, there- 
fore, IS the mam trial of strength between its friends and 
opponents, and it behooves everyone to make up his mind 
decisively for this question, or he loses the mam battle, 
and accident and management may, and often do, prevent a 
successful rallying on the next and last question, whether 
it shall pass 

*XJncier the present rules of the Senate (Rule XV, clause 2) no 
measure can be amended after it has been ordered to be read a thud 
time, unless by unanimous consent, but as matter of fact the engro'^s- 
ment is not made until the measure has finally passed 
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When the bill is engrossed, the title is to be indorsed on 
the back, and not witlnn the biU Hakew , 250 

SEC XXXII reading papers 

W^here papers are laid before the House or referred to a 
committee, eveiy member has a right to have them once 
read at the table before he can be compelled to vote on them, 
but it IS a great though common eiior to suppose that he 
has a right, tot%es quohes, to have acts, journals, accounts, 
or papers on the table read independently of the will of the 
House The delay and interruption which tins might be 
made to produce evince the impossibility of the existence 
of such a right There is, indeed, so manifest a piopriety 
of permitting every member to have as much mformation as 
possible on every question on which he is to vote that when 
he desires the reading, if it be seen that it is really for 
information and not for delay, the Speakei directs it to be 
read without putting a question, if no one objects, but if 
objected to a question must be put 2 Hats , 117) 118

It IS equally an eiror to suppose that any member has a 
right, without a question put, to lay a book or paper on 
the table, and have it read, on suggesting that it contains 
matter infringing on the privileges of the House Ib 

For the same reason, a member has not a right to read a 
paper in Ins place, if it be objected to, without leave of the 
House But this rigor is never exercised but where there 
IS an intentional or gross abuse of the time and patience of 
the House 

A membei has not a right even to read his own speech, 
committed to writmg, without leave This also is to pre- 
vent an abuse of time, and therefore is not refused but 
where that is intended 2 Grey, 227 

A repoit of a committee of the Senate on a bill from the 
House of Kepresentatives being under consideration On 
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motion that the report of the committee of the House of 
Representatives on the same bill be read in the Senate, it 
passed m the negative Feh 28, 1793 

Foimerly, when papers were referred to a committee, 
they used to be first read, but of late only the titles, unless a 
member insists they shall be read, and then nobody can

SEC XXXIII PRIVILEGED QUESTIONS 

It IS no possession of a bill unless it be delivered to the 
Clerk to read, or the Speaker reads the title — Lex Pari , 
274 j Elysynge Mem , 85; Ord House of Commons, 64 

It IS a general rule that the question first moved and sec- 
onded shall be first put Scoh , 22, 28, 2 Hats , 81 But 
this rule gives way to what may be called privileged ques- 
tions, and the privileged questions are of different grades 
among themselves 

A motion to adjourn simply takes place of all others, for 
otherwise the House might be kept sitting agamst its will 
and mdefinitely Yet this motion cannot be received after 
another question is actually put and while the House is 
engaged in voting

Orders of the day take place of all other questions, except 
for adjournment — that is to say, the question which is the 
subject of an order is made a privileged one, pro hac mce 
The order is a repeal of the general rule as to this special 
case When any member moves, therefore, for the order of 
the day to be read, no further debate is permitted on the 
question which was before the House, for if the debate might 
proceed, it might contmue through the day and defeat the 
order This motion, to entitle it to precedence, must be for 
the orders generally, and not for any particular one, and if 
it be earned on the question, ^ ^Whether the House will now 
proceed to the orders of the day?" they must be read and 
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proceeded on m the couise in winch they stand, 2 Hats , 83 ^ 
for priority of order gives priority of right, which can not

pone or commit, and if it be decided negatively, to wit, that

SEC XXXIV THE PEEVIOUS QUESTION 

When any question is before the House, any member may 
move a previous question whether that question (called the 
mam question) shall now be put If it pass m the aflSimative, 
then the mam question is to be put immediately, and no 
man may speak anythmg further to it, either to add or 
alter Memor in Hakew , 28, 4 Grey, 27 
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The previous question being moved and seconded, the 
question from the Chair shall be, “Shall the main question 
be now put'?” And if the nays prevail, the mam question 
shall not then be put 

This kmd of question is understood by Mr Hatsell to have 
been introduced m 1604 2 Hats , 80 Sir Henry Vane 

mtroduced it 2 Grey, 113, 114, S Grey, 384 When the 
question was put m this form, “Shall the mam question be 
put?” a deteimmation m the negative suppressed the mam 
question durmg the session, but since the words “now put” 
are used, they exclude it for the present only, formerly, 
indeed, only till the present debate was over {4 Grey, ^S), 
but now for that day and no longer (2 Grey, 113, 114) 

Befoie the question whether the mam question shall now be 
put, any person might formerly have spoken to the mam 
question, because otherwise he would be precluded from 
speakmg to it at all Mem %n Hakew , 28 

The proper occasion for the previous question is when a 
subject IS brought forward of a delicate natuie as to high 
personages, etc , or the discussion of which may call forth 
observations which might be of injurious consequences 
Then the previous question is proposed, and m the modern 
usage, the discussion of the mam question is suspended, 
and the debate confined to the previous question The use 
of it has been extended abusively to other cases, but m 
these it has been an embarrassing procedure, its uses would 
be as well answeied by other more simple parliamentary 
forms, and therefore it should not be favored, but restricted 
withm as narrow hmits as possible 

Whether a mam question may be amended after the pre- 
vious question on it has been moved and seconded*? 2 Hats , 
88, says if the previous question has been moved and sec- 
onded, and also proposed from the Chair (by which he means 
stated by the Speaker for debate), it has been doubted 
whether an amendment can be admitted to the mam ques- 
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tion He tlnnks it may, after the previous question moved 
and seconded, but not after it has been proposed from the 
Chair In this case, he thinks the friends to the amend- 
ment must vote that the mam question be not now put, 
and then move their amended question, which bemg made 
new by the amendment, is no longer the same which has 
been ]ust suppressed, and theiefore may be proposed as a 
new one But this proceedmg certamly endangers the mam 
question by dividing its friends, some of whom may choose 
it unamended, rather than lose it altogether, while others 
of them may vote, as Hatsell advises, that the mam question 
be not now put, with a view to move it again m an amended 
foim The enemies of the mam question, by this maneuvei 
to the previous question, get the enemies to the amendment 
added to them on the first vote, and throw the friends of 
the mam question under the embarrassment of rallymg again 
as they can To support this opinion, too, he makes the 
decidmg cncumstance, whethei an amendment may or may 
not be made, to be that the previous question has been pro- 
posed from the Chair But, as the rule is that the House 
IS m possession of a question as soon as it is moved and 
seonded, it can not be more than possessed of it by its bemg 
also proposed from the Chair It may be said, mdeed, that 
the object of the previous question being to get rid of a 
question, which it is not expedient shold be discussed, this 
object may be defeated by movmg to amend, and, m the 
discussion of that motion, involving the subject of the mam 
question But so may the object of the previous question 
be defeated by movmg the amendment question, as Mr 
Hatsell proposes, after the discussion agamst puttmg the 
origmal question He acknowledges, too, that the practice 
has been to admit previous amendments, and only cites a 
few late mstances to the contrary On the whole, I should 
think it best to decide it ab mconvenienti, to wit Which is 
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most mconvemcnt, to put it m the power of one side of the 
House to defeat a proposition by hastily movmg the previous 
question, and thus forcmg the mam question to be put un- 
amended, or to put it in the power of the other side to force 
on, mcidentally at least, a discussion which would be better 
avoided'i^ Perhaps the last is the least mconvenience, m- 
asmuch as the Speaker, by confinmg the discussion rigor- 
ously to the amendment only, may prevent their gomg into 
the mam question, and masmuch, also, as so great a pro- 
portion of the cases in which the previous question is called 
for are fair and proper sub]ects of public discussion, and 
ought not to be obstructed by a formahty introduced for 
questions of a peculiar character 

SEC XXXV AMENDMENTS ^ 

On an amendment bemg moved, a member who has 
spoken to the main question may speak again to the amend- 
ment Scoh , 

If an amendment be proposed mconsistent with one 
already agreed to, it is a fit ground for its rejection by the 
House, but not withm the competence of the Speaker to sup- 
press as if it were against order For were he pernntted to 
draw questions of consistence withm the vortex of order, he 
might usurp a negative on important modifications, and sup- 
press, mstead of subserve, the legislative will 

Amendments may be made so as totally to alter the nature 
of the proposition, and it is a way of getting rid of a propo- 
sition by making it bear a sense different from what it was 
intended by the movers, so that they vote against it them- 
selves 2 Hats , 79, 82, 84 A new bill may be ingrafted, 

by way of amendment, on the words “Be it enacted,’’ etc 
1 Grey, 190, 192 

If it be proposed to amend by leaving out certain words, 
it may be moved, as an amendment to this amendment, to

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leave out a part of the words of the amendment, which is 
equivalent to leaving them in the bill 2 Hats , 80, 9 The 
parhamentary question is, always, whether the words shall 
stand part of the bill 

When it IS proposed to amend by inserting a paragraph, 
or part of one, the friends of the paragraph may make it as 
perfect as they can by amendments before the question is 
put for msertmg it If it be received, it can not be amended 
afterwards in the same stage, because the House has, on a 
vote, agreed to it in that form In hke manner, if it is 
proposed to amend by striking out a paragraph, the friends 
of the paragraph are first to make it as perfect as they can 
by amendments before the question is put foi striking it 
out If on the question it be retamed, it can not be amended 
afterwards, because a vote agamst strikmg out is equivalent 
to a vote agreemg to it in that form 

When it is moved to amend by strikmg out certain words 
and msertmg others, the manner of stating the question is 
jStrst to read the whole passage to be amended as it stands 
at present, then the words proposed to be struck out, next 
those to be mserted, and lastly the whole passage as it will 
be when amended And the question, if desired, is then to 
be divided, and put fiist on strikmg out If carried, it is 
next on msertmg the words proposed If that be lost, it 
may be moved to insert others 2 Hats , 80, 7 

A motion is made to amend by strikmg out certain words 
and msertmg others m their place, which is negatived 
Then it is moved to strike out the same words, and to insert 
others of a tenor entirely different from those first proposed 
It IS negatived Then it is moved to strike out the same 
words and msert nothmg, which is agreed to All this is 
admissible, because to strike out and msert A is one propo- 
sition To strike out and insert B is a different proposition 
And to strike out and insert nothmg is still different And 
the rejection of one proposition does not preclude the offer- 
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ing a different one Nor would it change the case were the 
first motion divided by putting the question first on striking 
out, and that negatived, for, as putting the whole motion 
to the question at once would not have precluded, the 
puttmg the half of it can not do it *

But if it had been carried affirmatively to strike out the 
words and to insert A, it could not afterwards be permitted 
to strike out A and insert B The mover of B should have 
notified, while the insertion of A was under debate, that he 
would move to msert B , in which case those who preferred 
it would join in rejectmg A 

After A is inserted, however, it may be moved to strike 
out a portion of the original paragraph, comprehendmg A, 
provided the coherence to be struck out be so substantial 
as to make this effectively a different proposition, for then 
it IS resolved mto the common case of striking out a para- 
graph after amending it Nor does anything forbid a new 
insertion instead of A and its coherence 

In Senate, January 25, 1798, a motion to postpone until 
the second Tuesday m February some amendments pro- 
posed to the Constitution, the words ‘^until the second 
Tuesday m February” were struck out by way of amend- 
ment Then it was moved to add, ‘^until the first day of 
June ” Objected that it was not m order, as the question 
should be first put on the longest time, therefore, after a 
shorter time decided against, a longer can not be put to 

* In the case of a division of the question, and a decision against strik- 
ing out, I advance doubtingly the opinion here expressed I find no 
authority either way, and I know it may be viewed under a different 
aspect It may be thought that, having decided separately not to 
strike out the passage, the same question for striking out can not be 
put over again, though with a view to a different insertion Still, I 
think it more reasonable and convenient to consider the striking out 
and insertion as forming one proposition, but should readily yield to 
any evidence that the contrary is the practice in Parliament 
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question It was answered that this rule takes place only 
in filling blanks for time But when a specific time stands 
part of a motion, that may be struck out as well as any 
other part of the motion, and when struck out, a motion 
may be received to insert any other In fact, it is not until 
they are struck out, and a blank for the time thereby pio- 
duced, that the rule can begm to operate, by receiving all 
the propositions for different times, and puttmg the ques- 
tion successively on the longest Otherwise it would be m 
the powei of the mover, by mserting origmally a shoit time, 
to preclude the possibility of a longer, for till tbe short time 
IS struck out, you can not mseit a longer, and if, after it is 
struck out, you can not do it, then it can not be done at all 
Suppose the first motion had been made to amend by 
striking out '^the second Tuesday in February,'' and insert- 
ing instead theieof “the fiast of June," it would have been 
regular, then, to divide the question, by proposmg first the 
question to strike out and then that to msert Now, this is 
precisely the effect of the present proceeding, only, mstead 
of one motion and two questions, there are two motions and 
two questions to effect it — the motion bemg divided as well 
as the question 

When the matter contained m two bills might be better put 
mto one, the manner is to reject the one and incorporate its 
matter into another bill by way of amendment So if the 
matter of one bill would be better distributed mto two, any 
part may be struck out by way of amendment and put mto 
a new bill If a section is to be transposed, a question must 
be put on strikmg it out where it stands, and another for 
msertmg it m the place desired 

A bill passed by the one House with blanks These may 
be filled up by the other by way of amendments, returned 
to the first as such, and passed S Hats , 83 
I^The number piefixed to the section of a bill, bemg merely 
a margmal indication and no part of the text of the bill 
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the Clerk regulates that, the House or committee is only to 
amend the text 

SEC XXXVI DIVISION OP THE QUESTION 

If a question contain more parts than one, it may be 
divided into two or more questions Mem in Hakew , 29 
But not as the right of an mdividual member, but with the 
consent of the House For who is to decide whether a 
question is complicated or not — ^where it is comphcated — 
into how many propositions it may be divided'!^ The fact 
IS that the only mode of separatmg a comphcated question 
IS by moving amendments to it, and these must be decided 
by the House, on a question, unless the House orders it to 
be divided, as, on the question, December 2, 1640, makmg 
void the election of the kmghts for Worcester, on a motion 
it was resolved to make two questions of it, to wit, one on 
each knight 2 Hate , 85, 86 So, wherever there are sev- 
eral names in a question, they may be divided and put one 
by one 9 Grey, JM. So, 1729, April 17, on an objection 
that a question was comphcated, it was separated by amend- 
ment 2 Hats , 79

The soundness of these observations will be evident from 
the embarrassments produced by the XVIIIth rule of the 
Senate, which says, “If the question m debate contains 
several pomts, any member may have the same divided ” 

1798, May 30, the alien bdl in quasi-committee To a 
section and proviso m the original, had been added two new 
provisos by way of amendment On a motion to stiike out 
the section as amended, the question was desired to be 
divided To do this it must be put first on striking out either 
the former proviso, or some distmct member of the section 
But when nothmg remains but the last member of the sec- 
tion and the provisos, they can not be divided so as to put 
the last member to question by itself, for the provisos imght 
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thus be left standing alone as exceptions to a rule when the 
rule IS taken away, or the new provisos might be left to a 
second question, after having been decided on once before 
at the same reading, which is contrary to rale But the 
question must be on striking out the last member of the 
section as amended This sweeps away the exceptions with 
the rale, and relieves from inconsistence A question to be 
divisible must comprehend pomts so distmct and entire that 
one of them being taken away, the other may stand entire 
But a proviso or exception, without an enactmg clause, 
does not contain an entire point or proposition 

May 31 — The same bill being before the Senate There 
was a proviso that the bill should not extend (1) To any 
foreign mimster, nor (2) to any person to whom the Presi- 
dent should give a passport, nor (3) to any ahen merchant 
conforming himself to such regulations as the President 
shall prescribe, and a division of the question into its sim- 
plest elements was called for It was divided into four parts, 
the fourth takmg in the words “conformmg himself,” etc 
It was objected that the words “any ahen merchant,” could 
not be separated from their modifying words, “conform- 
Tng,” etc , because these words, if left by themselves, contain 
no substantive idea, will make no sense But admittmg 
that the divisions of a paragraph mto separate questions 
must be so made as that each part may stand by itself, yet 
the House having, on the question, retained the two first 
divisions, the words “any ahen merchant” may be struck 
out, and their modifying words wiU then attach themselves 
to the preceding description of persons, and become a modi- 
fication of that description 

When a question is divided, after the question on the first 
member, the second is open to debate and amendment, be- 
cause it IS a known rule that a person may rise and speak at 
any time before the question has been completely decided, 
by puttmg the negative as well as the affirmative side But 
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the questioa is not completely put when the Yote has been 
taken on the first member only One-half of the question, 
both affirmative and negative, remains still to be put See 
Execut Jour , June *25, 1795 The same decision by Presi- 
dent Adams 

SEC XXXVII COEXISTING QUESTIONS 

It may be asked whether the House can be in possession of 
two motions or propositions at the same time, so that, one 
of them bemg decided, the other goes to question without 
bemg moved anew^^^ The answer must be special When a 
question is interrupted by a vote of adjournment, it is there- 
by removed from before the House and does not stand tpso 
facto before them at their next meetmg, but must come for- 
ward m the usual way So, when it is interrupted by the 
order of the day Such other privileged questions also as 
dispose of the mam question (e g , the previous question, 
postponement, or commitment) remove it from before the 
House But it IS only suspended by a motion to amend, to 
withdraw, to read papers, or by a question of order or privi- 
lege, and stands agam before the House when these are 
decided None but the class of privileged questions can be 
brought forward while there is another question before the 
House, the rule bemg that when a motion has been made and 
seconded no other can be received except it be a privileged 
one 

SEC XXXVIII EQUIVALENT QUESTIONS 

If, on a question for rejection, a bill be retamed, it passes, 
of course, to its next readmg Hakew , 14-1 ^ , 4^ And 

a question for a second readmg determined negatively, is 
a rejection without further question 4 Grey, 149 And see 
Elsynge^s Mentor , 4^) m what cases questions are to be taken 
for rejection 
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Where questions are perfectly equivalent, so that the 
negative of the one amounts to the affirmative of the other, 
and leaves no other alternative, the decision of the one con- 
cludes necessarily the other 4 Grey, 157 Thus the nega- 
tive of strikmg out amounts to the affirmative of agreeing, 
and therefore to put a question on agreeing after that on 
strilong out, would be to put the same question in effect

SEC XXXIX THE QUESTION 

The question is to be put first on the affirmative and then

SEC XL BILLS, THIED BEADING 

To prevent bills from bemg passed by surprise, the House, 
by a standmg order, directs that they shall not be put on 
their passage before a fixed hour, naming one at which the 
House IS commonly full Hakew , 15S 

The usage of the Senate is, not to put bills on their passage 
till noon 

A bih reported and passed to the third readmg can not on 
that day be read the third time and passed, because this 
would be to pass on two readmgs m the same day 

At the third readmg the Clerk reads the bill and delivers 
it to the Speaker, who states the title, that it is the third 
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tune of reading the bill, and that the question will be whether 
it shall pass Formerly the Speaker, or those who prepared 
a bill, prepared also a breviate or summary statement of its 
contents, which the Speaker read when he declared the 
state of the bill at the several readings Sometimes, however, 
he read the bill itself, especially on its passage Hakew , 1S6\ 
137 j 158 j Cokey 22 , 115 Latterly, instead of this, he, at the 
third reading, states the whole contents of the bill verbatim, 
only, mstead of reading the formal parts, ^‘Be it enacted,^' 
etc , he states that ^‘the preamble recites so and so — the 
first section enacts that, etc , the second section enacts,’^ etc 

But in the Senate of the United States both of these for- 
malities are dispensed with, the breviate presenting but an 
imperfect view of the bill, and bemg capable of being made 
to present a false one, and the full statement being a useless 
waste of tune, immediately after a full reading by the Clerk, 
and especially as every member has a prmted copy in his 
hand 

A bill on the third reading is not to be committed for the 
matter or body thereof, but to receive some particular 
clause or proviso it hath been sometimes suffered, but as a 
thing very unusual Hakew, 156 Thus {27 El , 1584) a 
bill was committed on the third reading, havmg been formerly 
committed on the second, but is declared not usual {D’Ewes, 
337, col 2, 4U^ col 2) 

When an essential provision has been omitted, rather than 
erase the bill and render it suspicious they add a clause on a 
separate paper, engrossed and called a rider, which is read 
and put to the question three times Ekynge^s Memo , 59, 
6 Grey, 335, 1 Blackst , 183 For examples of riders, see 3 
Hats , 121, 122, 124, 166 Everyone is at liberty to bring in 
a rider without asking leave 10 Grey, 52 

It IS laid down as a general rule that amendments pro- 
posed at the second reading shall be twice read, and those 
proposed at the third reading thrice read, as also all amend- 
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ments from the other House Town , col 19, 23, 24, 26, 26, 
27,28 

It IS with great and almost mymcible reluctance that 
amendments are admitted at this reading which occasion 
erasures or mterlmeations Sometimes a proviso has been 
cut off from a bill, sometimes erased 9 Grey, 613 

This IS the proper stage for fillmg up blanks, for if filled 
up before, and now altered by erasure, it would be pecul- 
iarly unsafe 

At this readmg the bill is debated afresh, and for the most 
part IS more spoken to at this tune than on any of the former 
readings Hakew , 163 

The debate on the question whether it should be read a 
third time has discovered to its friends and opponents the 
arguments on which each side rehes, and which of these 
appear to have influence with the House, they have had 
time to meet them with new arguments and to put their old 
ones into new shapes The former vote has tried the strength 
of the first opmion and furmshed grounds to estimate the 
issue, and the question now offered for its passage is the 
last occasion which is ever to be offered for carrymg or 
rejectmg it 

When the debate is ended, the Speaker, holdmg the bill 
m his hand, puts the question for its passage, by saymg, 
“Gentlemen, all you who are of opmion that this bill shah 
pass, say aye,’' and after the answer of the ayes, “All those 
of the contrary opmion, say no ” Hakew , 154 

After the bill is passed, there can be no further alteration 
of it m any pomt Hakew , 169. 

SEC XLI DIVISION OP THE HOUSE 

The affirmative and negative of the question havmg been 
both put and answered, the Speaker declares whether the 
yeas or nays have it by the sound, if he be himself satisfied 
and it stands as the judgment of the House But if he be 
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not himself satisfied which voice is the greater, or if before 
any other member comes mto the House, or before any new 
motion made (for it is too late after that), any member shall 
rise and declare himself dissatisfied with the Speakei’s deci- 
sion, then the Speaker is to divide the House Scab , 24, 2 
Hats , 140 

When the House of Commons is divided, the one party 
goes forth and the other remams m the House This has 
made it important which go forth and which remam, because 
the latter gain all the mdolent, the mdifferent, and inatten- 
tive Their geneial rule, therefore, is that those who give 
their vote foi the preservation of the oideis of the House 
shall stay m, and those who are for mtioducmg any new 
matter or alteration, or proceeding contrary to the estab-

The one party being gone forth, the Speaker names two 
tellers from the affirmative and two from the negative side, 
who first count those sitting m the House and report the 
number to the Speaker Then they place themselves within 
the door, two on each side, and count those who went forth 
as they come in, and repoit the number to the Speaker 
Mem in Hakew , 26 

A mistake in the report of the tellers may be rectified after 
the report made 2 Hats , 14^, note 

But in both Houses of Congress all these intricacies are 
avoided The ayes first rise, and are counted standing in 
their places by the President or Speaker Then they sit, and 
the noes rise and are counted in like manner 

In Senate, if they be equally divided, the Vice-President 
announces his opinion, which decides 

The Constitution, however, has directed that ^^the yeas and 
nays of the members of either House on any question shall, at 
the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the Jour- 
nal '' And again That in all cases of reconsidermg a bill 
disapproved by the President and returned with his objec- 
tions, “the votes of both Houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays, and the names of persons voting for and 
against the bill shall be entered on the Journals of each 
House respectively ” 

When it IS proposed to take the vote by yeas and nays, the 
President or Speaker states that “the question is whether, 
e , the bill shall pass — that it is proposed that the yeas 
and nays shall be entered on the Journal Those, therefore, 
who desire it, will rise ” If he finds and declares that one- 
fifth have risen, he then states that “those who are of opinion 
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that the bill shall pass are to answer m the affirmative, those 
of the contrary opinion m the negative ” The Clerk then 
calls over the names alphabetically, notes the yea or nay of 
each, and gives the list to the President or Speaker, who 
declares the result In the Senate, if there be an equal 
division, the Secretary calls on the Vice-President and notes 
his affirmative or negative, which becomes the decision of 
the House

In the House of Commons, every member must give his 
vote the one way or the other {Scoh , 24) j as it is not per- 
mitted to any one to withdraw who is m the House when 
the question is put, nor is any one to be told m the division 
who was not in when the question was put {2 Hats , 14-0)

This last position is always true when the vote is by yeas 
and nays, where the negative as well as affirmative of the 
question is stated by the President at the same time, and 
the vote of both sides begms and proceeds pan passu It is 
true also when the question is put m the usual way, if the 
negative has also been put, but if it has not, the member 
enteimg, or any other member may speak, and even propose 
amendments, by which the debate may be opened again, and 
the question be greatly deferred And as some who have 
answered aye may have been changed by the new arguments, 
the affirmative must be put over agam If, then, the mem- 
ber entermg may, by speakmg a few words, occasion a repe- 
tition of a question, it would be useless to deny it on his 
simple call for it 

While the House is telhng, no member may speak or move 
out of his place, for if any mistake be suspected, it must be 
told again Mem Hakew , 26, 2 Hats , IJiS 

If any difficulty arises m pomt of order durmg the division, 
the Speaker IS to decide peremptorily, subject to the future 
censure of the House if irregular He sometimes permits old 
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expenenced inembeis to assist him with their advice, which 
they do sittmg m their seats, covered, to avoid the appear- 
ance of debate, but this can only be with the Speaker's leave, 
else the division might last several hours 2 Hats , 143 
The voice of the majority decides, for the lex majons 
partis is the law of all coimcils, elections, etc , where not 
otherwise expressly provided Hakew , 93 But if the 
House be equally divided, semper presumatur pro negante, 
that IS, the former law is not to be changed but by a majority

1798, January — A bill on its second readmg being amended,

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another, and are as if they were expunged from the journals

of a bill, and the bill has been sent to the other House But 
where the paper remains, as on a bill rejected, when, or under 
what circumstances, does it cease to be susceptible of recon- 
sideration? This remains to be settled, unless a sense that 
the right of reconsideration is a right to waste the time of the 
House m repeated agitations of the same question, so that it 
shall never know when a question is done with, should induce 
them to reform this anomalous proceeding

In Parliament a question once carried can not be ques-

it once and lay it aside oi amend it, and put it off a month,

question, and smallness of the majority, the same question 
in substance, though with some words not in the first, and 
which might change the opimon of some Members, was 
brought on again and earned, as the motives for it were

A second bill may be passed to continue an act of the same 
session, or to enlarge the time limited for its execution 
2 Hats , 95, 98 This is not in contradiction to the first act.

SEC XLV AMENDMENTS BETWEEN THE HOUSES 

When either House, e g , the House of Commons, sends a 
bill to the other, the other may pass it with amendments 
The regular progression in this case is, that the Commons 
disagree to the amendment, the Lords insist on it, the Com- 
mons insist on their disagreement, the Lords adhere to their 
amendment, the Commons adheie to their disagreement 
The term of msistmg may be repeated as often as they 
choose to keep the question open But the first adherence 
by either renders it necessary for the other to recede or ad- 
here also, when the matter is usually suffer to fall 10 
Orey, 148 Latterly, however, there are mstances of their 
having gone to a second adherence There must be an 
absolute conclusion of the subject somewhere, or otherwise 
transactions between the Houses would become endless 
3 Hats , 268, 270 The term of msistmg, we are told by 
Sir John Trevor, was then (1679) newly mtroduced into par- 
liamentary usage, by the Lords 7 Grey, 94 It was cer- 
tainly a happy innovation, as it multiplies the opportunities 
of trying modifications which may brmg the Houses to a 
concurrence Either House, however, is free to pass over 
the term of insisting, and to adhere m the first instance (1 0 
Grey, 146), but it is not respectful to the other In the 
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ordinary parliamentary course, there are two free confer- 
ences, at least, before an adherence 10 Grey, 147 

Either House may recede from its amendment and agree 
to the bill, or recede fiom its disagreement to the amend- 
ment, and agree to the same absolutely, or with an amend-

But the House can not recede from or msist on its own

In the case of a money bdl, the Lords proposed amend- 
ments, become, by delay, confessedly necessary The Com- 
mons, however, refused them, as mfringing on their privilege 
as to money bills, but they offered themselves to add to the 
bill a proviso to the same effect, which had no coherence with 
the Lords’ amendments, and urged that it was an expedi- 
ent warranted by precedent, and not unparhamentary m a 
case become impracticable and irremediable in any other 
way 3 Hats , 256, 266, 270, 271 But the Lords refused, 
and the bill was lost 1 Chand , 288 A like case, 1 Chand , 
311 So the Commons resolved that it is unparhamentary 
to strike out, at a conference, anythmg in a bill which hath

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A motion to amend an amendment from the other House 
takes precedence of a motion to agree or disagree 
A bill originating m one House is passed by the other with 
an amendment 

The originating House agrees to their amendment with an 
amendment The other may agree to their amendment 
with an amendment, that bemg only m the second and not 
the third degree, for, as to the amending House, the first 
amendment with which they passed the bill is a part of its 
text , it is the only text they hawe agreed to The amend- 
ment to that text by the originatmg House, therefore, is 
only in the first degree, and the amendment to that again by 
the ainendmg House is only in the second — to wit, an amend- 
ment to an amendment — and so admissible Just so, when, 
on a bill fiom the originating House, the other, at its second 
leading, makes an amendment On the third readmg this 
amendment is become the text of the bill, and if an amend- 
ment to it be mo^ed, an amendment to that amendment 
may also be moved, as bemg only m the second degree 

SEC XLVI CONFEBENCES 

It IS on the occasion of amendments between the Houses 
that conferences are usually asked, but they may be asked 
m all cases of difference of opimon between the two Houses 
qn matters depending between them The request of a con- 
ference, however, must always be by the House which is 
possessed of the papers 8 Hats j 81, 1 Grey, 4^5 
Conferences may be either simple or free At a conference 
simply, written reasons are prepared by the House askmg it, 
and they are read and delivered, without debate, to the 
managers of the other House at the conference , but are not 
then to be answered 4 Grey, 144 The other House then, 
if satisfied, vote the reasons satisfactory, or say nothing , if 
not satisfied, they resolve them not satisfactory and ask a 
conference on the subject of the last conference, where they 
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read and deliver, in like manner, written answers to those 
reasons S Grey^ 18S They are meant chiefly to record 
the justification of each House to the nation at large, and 
to posterity, and m proof that the miscarriage of a neces- 
sary measuie is not imputable to them S Grey, At 

free conferences, the managers discuss, viva voce and freely, 
and interchange propositions for such modifications as may 
be made m a parliamentary way, and may brmg the sense 
of the two Houses together And each party reports m 
writing to its respective House the substance of what is said 
on both sides, and it is entered in its Journal 9 Grey, 220, 
3 Hats , 280 This repoit can not be amended or alteied, as 
that of a committee may be Journal Seriate, May 24, 1796 

A conference may be asked before the House askmg it has 
come to a resolution of disagreement, msisting or adhering * 
3 Hats , 269, 341 In which case the papers are not left with 
the other conferees, but are brought back to be the founda- 
tion of the vote to be given And this is the most reason- 
able and respectful proceeding, for, as was urged by the

and third are cases where any mterruption might occasion

In the House of Eepresentatives, as m Parliament, if the 
House be in committee when a messenger attends, the 
Speaker takes the chair to receive the message, and then 
quits it to return mto committee, without any question or

Messengers are not saluted by the members, but by the 
Speaker for the House 2 Grey, 253, 274 
If messengers commit an error m delivermg then message, 
they may be admitted or called in to correct then message 
4 Grey, 41 Accordingly, March 13, 1800, the Senate having 
made two amendments to a bill from the House of Repre- 
sentatives, then Secretary, by mistake, delivered one only, 
which, bemg inadmissible by itself, that House disagreed, 
and notified the Senate of then disagreement This pro-

The two Houses of Parhament have the sole, separate, and 
independent power of adjourning each their respective 
Houses The Ehng has no authority to adjourn them, he

as they see fitting 2 Hats , 232, 1 Blackst , 186, 6 Grey, 122 
By the Constitution of the United States, a smaller number 
than a ma 3 ority may ad 30 urn from day to day ConshtuUon, 
/, 5 But ^‘neither House, during the session of Congress, 
shall, without the consent of the other, ad 30 urn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in which 
the two Houses shall be sittmg ” ConshtuUon, I, 5 And 
m case of disagreement between them, with respect to the 
time of ad 30 urnment, the President may ad 30 urn them to 
such time as he shall think proper ConsUtution, II, 8 
A motion to ad 30 um simply can not be amended, as by 
adding “to a particular day,” but must be put simply “that 
this House do now ad 30 urn,” and if carried in the affirma- 
tive, it IS ad 30 urned to the next sitting day, unless it has

their next meeting are to be taken up de novo, if taken up at

Ahr Parliament, 86

Committees may be appointed to sit dunng a recess by 
adjournment, but not by prorogation 5 Orey, 374, 9 Guy, 
350, 1 Chand , 50 Neither House can continue any portion 
of itself m any parhamentary function beyond the end of 
the session without the consent of the other two branches 
When done, it is by a bill constitutmg them commissioners 
for the particular purpose 

Congress separate in two ways only, to wit, by adjourn- 
ment, or dissolution by the efflux of their time What, then, 
constitutes a session with them‘i^ A dissolution certainly 
closes one session, and the meetmg of the new Congress 
begins another 

The Constitution authorizes the President ‘^on extraordi- 
nary occasions, to convene both Houses, or either of them ”

tion, this must begin a new session, and of course determine 
the preceding one to have been a session So if it meets 
under the clause of the Constitution, which says, “the Con- 
gress shaU assemble at least once m every year, and such 
meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, unless 
they shall by law appoint a different day” Constitution (/, ^), 
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this must begin a new session, for even if tbe last adjourn- 
ment was to this day, the act of adjournment is merged in the 
higher authority of the Constitution, and the meetmg will be 
under that, and not under their adjournment So far we 
have fixed landmarks for determining sessions In other 
cases it IS declared by the joint vote authorizing the President 
of the Senate and the Speaker to close the session on a fixed 
day, winch is usually in the following form ‘^Resolved by the 
Senate and House of Representatives, That the President of 
the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
be authorized to close the present session by adjourning 
their respective Houses on the day of ” 

When it was said above that all matters dependmg before

. SEC LII TREATIES 

The President of the Umted States has power, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, to make tieaties, 
provided two-thirds of the Senators present concur Con- 
stitution, II, 2

Treaties are legislative acts A treaty is the law of the 
land It differs from other laws only as it must have the 
consent of a foreign nation, bemg but a contract with 
respect to that nation In all countries, I believe, except 
England, treaties are made by the legislative power, and 
there, also, if they touch the laws of the land, they must 
be approved by Parhament Ware v Hylton, S Dallas's 
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Rep 223 It IS acknowledged, for instance, that the 
King of Great Britain can not by a treaty make a citizen 
of an alien Vattel, b 1, c 19 j sec 214 An act of Parlia- 
ment was necessary to validate the American treaty of 1783 
And abundant examples of such acts can be cited In the 
case of the treaty of Utrecht, in 1712, the commercial 
articles required the concurrence of Parliament, but a bill 
brought m for that purpose was rejected France, the 
other contracting party, suffered these articles, m practice, 
to be not msisted on, and adhered to the rest of the treaty 
4 BusseVs Hist Mod Europe, 457, 2 Smollet, 242, 246 
By the Constitution of the United States this department 
of legislation is confined to two branches only of the ordinary 
legislature — the President origmatmg and the Senate having 
a negative To what subjects this power extends has not 
been defined m detail by the Constitution, nor are we 
entirely agreed among ourselves 1 It is admitted that it 
must concern the foreign-nation party to the contract, or it 
would be a mere nulhty, res inter alias acta 2 By the 
general power to make treaties, the Constitution must have 
mtended to comprehend only those subjects which are 
usually regulated by treaty, and can not be otherwise 
regulated 3 It must have meant to except out of these the 
rights reserved to the States, for surely the President and 
Senate can not do by treaty what the whole Government 
IS mterdicted from doing in any way 4 And also to 
except those subjects of legislation in which it gave a par-

Treaties being declared, equally with the laws of the United 
States, to be the supreme law of the land, it is understood 
that an act of the legislature alone can declare them infringed 
and rescmded This was accordmgly the process adopted 
in the case of France in 1798 

It has been the usage for the Executive, when it commu- 
nicates a treaty to the Senate for their ratification, to com- 
municate also the correspondence of the negotiators This 
havmg been omitted m the case of the Prussian treaty, was 
asked by a vote of the House of February 12, 1800, and was 
obtained And in December, 1800, the convention of that 
year between the United States and France, with the report 
of the negotiations by the envoys, but not their instructions, 
bemg laid before the Senate, the instructions were asked for 
and communicated by the President 
The mode of voting on questions of ratification is by 
nominal call

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DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE-IN CONGRESS 
JULY 4, 1776 


THE UNANIMOUS DECLAEATION OP THE THIETEEN UNITED 
STATES OP AMEEICA 

When m the Course of human events, it becomes necessarj" 
for one people to dissolve the pohtical bands which have con- 
nected them with another, and to assume among the powers 
of the earth, the separate and equal station to which the 
Laws of Nature and of Nature’s God entitle them, a decent 
respect to the opmions of mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them to the separation 
We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are endowed by them Creator with 
certain unahenable Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty and the pursuit of Happmess That to secure these 
rights. Governments are mstituted among Men, denvmg 
them ]ust powers from the consent of the governed. That 
whenever any Form of Government becomes destructive of 
these ends, it is the Eight of the People to alter or to abolish 
it, and to mstitute new Government, laying its foundation 
on such pnnciples and organizmg its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and 
Happmess Prudence, mdeed, will dictate that Govern- 
ments long estabhshed should not be changed for hght and 
transient causes, and accordmgly all experience hath shewn, 
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that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms 
to which they are accustomed But when a long tram of 
abuses and usurpations, pursumg mvariably the same 
Object evinces a design to reduce them under absolute Des- 
potism, it IS their right, it is their duty, to throw off such 
Government, and to provide new Guards for their future 
secunty Such has been the patient sufferance of these 
Colomes, and such is now the necessity which constrams 
them to alter their former Systems of Government The 
history of the present Kmg of Great Britain is a history of 
repeated mjuries and usurpations, all havmg m direct object 
the establishment of an absolute Tyranny over these States 
To prove this, let Facts be submitted to a candid world 
He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome 
and necessary for the pubhc good 
He has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of immediate 
and pressmg importance, unless suspended m their operation 
till his Assent should be ob tamed, and when so suspended, 
he has utterly neglected to attend to them 

He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommodation 
of large districts of people, unless those people would relin- 
quish the right of Kepresentation m the Legislature, a right 
inestimable to them and fornudable to tyrants only 

He has called together legislative bodies at places unusual, 
uncomfortable, and distant from the depository of their 
public Becords, for the sole purpose of fatigumg them mto 
compliance with his measures 

He has dissolved Kepresentative Houses repeatedly, for 
opposmg with manly firmness his mvasions on the rights of 
the people 
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He has refused for a long tune, after such dissolutions, to 
cause others to be elected, whereby the Legislative powers, 
incapable of Annihilation, have returned to the People at 
large for their exercise, the State remaining in the mean tmie 
exposed to all the dangers of invasion from without, and con- 
vulsions within 

He has endeavoured to prevent the population of these 
States, for that purpose obstructing the Laws for Naturali- 
zation of Foreigners, refusing to pass others to encourage 
their migrations hither, and raising the conditions of new 
Appropriations of Lands 

He has obstructed the Admmistration of Justice, by refus- 
ing his Assent to Laws for estabhshmg Judiciary powers 

He has made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the 
tenure of their offices, and the amount and payment of their 
salaries 

He has erected a multitude of New OJBBices, and sent 
hither swarms of Officers to harrass our people, and eat out 
their substance 

He has kept among us, in times of peace. Standing Armies 
without the Consent of our legislatures 

He has affected to render the Mihtary mdependent of and 
superior to the Civil power. 

He has combmed with others to subject us to a jurisdic- 
tion foreign to our constitution, and unacknowledged by our 
laws, giving his Assent to their Acts of pretended Legisla- 
tion 

For quartering large bodies of armed troops among us 

For protecting them, by a mock Tnal, from punishment 
for any Murders which they should commit on the Inhabit- 
ants of these States 
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For cutting off our Trade with all parts of the world 
For imposing Taxes on ns without our Consent 
For depriving us in many cases, of the benefits of Trial by 
Jury 

For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pretended 
offences 

For abolishmg the free System of English Laws in a neigh- 
bounng Province, estabhshing therein an Arbitrary govern- 
ment, and enlarging its Boundaries so as to render it at once 
an example and fit mstrument for mtroducmg the same 
absolute rule into these Colomes 

For taking away our Charters, abolishmg our most valu- 
able Laws, and altermg fundamentally the Forms of our 
Governments 

For suspending our own Legislatures, and declarmg them- 
selves invested with power to legislate for us m all cases 
whatsoever 

He has abdicated Government here, by declarmg us out of 
his Protection and waging War agamst us 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged our Coasts, burnt our 
towns, and destroyed the lives of our people 
He is at this time transportmg large Armies of foreign 
Mercenaries to compleat the works of death, desolation and 
tyranny, already begun with circumstances of Cruelty & 
perfidy scarcely paralleled in the most barbarous ages, and 
totally unworthy the Head of a civihzed nation 
He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on 
the high Seas to bear Arms agamst their Country, to become 
the executioners of their friends and Brethren, or to fall 
themselves by their Hands 
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He has excited domestic insurrections amongst ns, and has 
endeavoured to bnng on the inhabitants of our frontiers, the 
merciless Indian Savages, whose known rule of warfare is an 
undistinguished destruction of all ages, sexes and conditions 
In every stage of these Oppressions We have Petitioned for 
Redress m the most humble terms Our repeated Petitions 
have been answered only by repeated injury A Prmce, 
whose character is thus marked by every act which may 
define a Tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people 
Nor have We been wantmg in attentions to our Brittish 
brethren We have warned them from time to time of 
attempts by their legislature to extend an unwarrantable 
jurisdiction over us We have remmded them of the circum- 
stances of our emigration and settlement here We have 
appealed to their native justice and magnaninuty, and we 
have conjured them by the ties of our common kindred to 
disavow these usurpations, which would mevitably interrupt 
our connections and correspondence They too have been 
deaf to the voice of justice and of consangumity We must, 
therefore, acquiesce m the necessity, which denounces our 
Separation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind. 
Enemies in War, m Peace Friends 

WE, THEREFORE, the Representatives op the 
United States of America, in General Congress, Assem- 
bled, appealmg to the Supreme Judge of the world for the 
rectitude of our intentions, do, m the Name, and by author- 
ity of the good People of these Colonies, sole mnl y publish 
and declare, That these Umted Colonies are, and of Right 
ought to be Free and Independent States, that they are 
Absolved from all Allegiance to the British Crown, and that 
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all political conncctiOD between them and the State of Great 
Bntam, is and ought to be totally dissolved, and that as 
Free and Independent States, they have full Power to 
levy War, conclude Peace, contract Alhances, establish Com- 
merce, and to do all other Acts and Thmgs which Independ- 
ent States may of right do And for the support of this 
Declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection of divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our Lives, 
our Fortunes and our sacred Honor

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[While the Declaration of Independence ’was under consideration m 
the Continental Congress, and before it was finally agreed upon, meas- 
ures were taken for the establishment of a constitutional form of 
government, and on the 11th of June, 1776, it was Resolved, That a 
committee be appointed to prepare and digest the form of a con- 
federation to be entered into between these Colonies,” which committee 
was appointed the next day, June 12, and consisted of a member from 
each Colony, namely Mr Bartlett, Mr S Adams, Mr Hopkins, 
Mr Sherman, Mr R R Livingston, Mr Dickinson, Mr McKean, 
Mr Stone, Mr Nelson, Mr Hewes, Mr E Rutledge, and Mr Gwinnett 
On the 12th of July, 1776, the committee reported a draught of the 
Articles of Confederation, which was pnnted for the use of the members 
under the strictest injunctions of secrecy 
This report underwent a thorough discussion in Congress, from time 
to time, until the 15th of November, 1777, on which day, “Articles of 
Confederation and Perpetual Union” were finally agreed to in form, 
and they were directed to be proposed to the legislatures of all the 
United States, and if approved by them, they were advised to author- 
ize their delegates to ratify the same in the Congress of the United 
States, and in that event they were to become conclusive On the 
17th of November, 1777, the Congress agreed upon the form of a 
circular letter to accompany the Articles of Confederation, which con- 
cluded with a recommendation to each of the several legislatures “to 
invest its delegates with competent powers, ultimately, and m the 
name and behalf of the State, to subscribe articles of confederation 
and perpetual union of the United States, and to attend Congress for 
that purpose on or before the 10th day of March next ” This letter 
was signed by the President of Congress and sent, with a copy of the 
articles, to each State legislature 

On the 26th of June, 1778, Congress agreed upon the form of a rati- 
fication of the Articles of Confederation, and directed a copy of the 
articles and the ratification to be engrossed on parchment, which, on 
the 9th of July, 1778, having been examined and the blanks filled, 
was signed by the delegates of New Hampshire, Massachusetts Bay, 
Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, Connecticut, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, and South Carolina Congress then directed 
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ACT OF CONFEDERATION OF THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA 

TO ALL TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME, WE THE 
UNDERSIGNED DELEGATES OP THE STATES AFFIXED TO OLR 
NAMES, SEND GREETING 

Whereas the Delegates of the United States of America m 
Congress assembled did on the 15th day of November m 
the Year of our Lord One Thousand Seven Hundied and 
Seventy seven, and m the Second Year of the Independence 
of America agree to certain articles of Confederation and 
perpetual Union between the states of Newhampshire, Mas- 
sachusetts-bay, Rhodeisland and Providence Plantations, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvama, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virgmia, North Carolma, South Carohna 
and Georgia in the Words followmg, viz 

“articles op confederation and perpetual union 

BETWEEN THE STATES OP NEWHAMPSHIRE, MASSACHU- 
SETTS-BAT, RHODEISLAND AND PROVIDENCE PLANTATIONS, 
CONNECTICUT, NEW YORK, NEW JERSEY, PENNSYLVANIA, 
DELAWARE, MARYLAND, VIRGINIA, NORTH CAROLINA, SOUTH 
CAROLINA AND GEORGIA 

Article I The Stde of this confederacy shall be “The 
Umted States of America ” 

Article II Each State retams its Sovereignty, freedom 
and independence, and every Power, Jurisdiction and nght, 
which IS not by this confederation expressly delegated to 
the United States in Congress assembled 
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Article hi The said states hereby severally enter into a 
firm league of friendship with each other, for their common 
defence, the security of their Liberties, and them mutal 
and general welfare, bmdmg themselves to assist each othei, 
against all force offered to, or attacks made upon them, or 
any of them, on account of religion, sovereignty, trade, or 
any other pretence whatever 

Article iv The better to secure and perpetuate mutual 
friendship and intercourse among the people of the different 
states m this umon, the free inhabitants of each of these 
states, paupers, vagabonds and fugitives from Justice 
excepted, shall be entitled to all privileges and immumties 
of flee citizens in the several states, and the people of each 
state shall have free ingress and regress to and from any other 
state, and shall enjoy therein all the privileges of trade and 
commerce, subject to the same duties, impositions and 
restrictions as the inhabitants thereof respectively, pro- 
vided that such restrictions shall not extend so far as to 
prevent the removal of property imported into any state, 
to any other state of which the Owner is an mhabitant, 
provided also that no imposition, duties or restriction shall 
be laid by any state, on the property of the umted states, 
or either of them 

If any Person guilty of, or charged with treason, felony, 
or other high misdemeanor m any state, shall flee from 
Justice, and be found m any of the umted states, he shfill 
upon demand of the Governor or executive power, of the 
state from which he fled, be delivered up and removed to 
the state havmg jurisdiction of his offence 

Full faith and credit shall be given m each of these states 
to the records, acts and judicial proceedmgs of the courts 
and magistrates of every other state 
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Article v For the more convement management of the 
general mterest of the imited states, delegates shall be an- 
nually appointed in such manner as the legislature of each 
state shall direct, to meet m Congress on the first Monday 
in November, in every year, with a power reserved to each 
state, to recal its delegates, or any of them, at any time with- 
in the year, and to send others in their stead, for the remain- 
der of the Year 

No state shall be represented m Congress by less than two, 
nor by more than seven Members, and no person shall be 
capable of being a delegate for more than three yeais m any 
term of six years, nor shall any person, bemg a delegate, be 
capable of holding any office imder the united states, for 
which he, or another for his benefit receives any salary, fees 
or emolument of any kmd 

Each state shall mamtam its own delegates in a meetmg of 
the states, and while they act as members of the committee 
of the states 

In determmmg questions m the umted states, in Congress 
assembled, each state shall have one vote 

Freedom of speech and debate m Congress shall not be 
impeached or questioned in any Court, or place out of Con- 
giess, and the members of congress shall be protected in their 
persons from arrests and imprisonments, durmg the time of 
their gomg to and from, and attendance on congress, except 
for treason, felony, or breach of the peace. 

Article vi No state without the Consent of the united 
states in congress assembled, shall send any embassy to, or 
receive any embassy from, or enter mto any conference, agree- 
ment, alhance or treaty with any King prince or state, nor 
shall any person holdmg any office of profit or trust under the 
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united states, or any of them, accept of any present, emolu- 
ment, office or title of any kmd whatever from any kmg, 
prince or foreign state , nor shall the umted states in congress 
assembled, or any of them, grant any title of nobdity 

No two or more states shall enter mto any treaty, con- 
federation or alliance whatever between them, without the 
consent of the umted states m congress assembled, speci- 
fying accurately the purposes for which the same is to be 
entered mto, and how long it shall continue 
No state shall lay any unposts or duties, which may mter- 
fere with any stipulations m treaties, entered into by the 
united states m congress assembled with any kmg, prmce

No vessels of war shall be kept up m tune of peace by any 
state, except such number only, as shall be deemed necessary 
by the umted states m congress assembled, for the defence 
of such state, or its trade, nor shall any body of forces be 
kept up by any state, m tune of peace, except such number 
only, as m the judgment of the umted states, m congress 
assembled, shall be deemed reqmsite to garrison the forts 
necessary for the defence of such state, but every state shall 
always keep up a well regulated and disciplmed mditia, 
sufficiently armed and accoutred, and shall provide and con- 
stantly have ready for use, m pubhc stores, a due number 
of field-pieces and tents, and a proper quantity of arms, 
ammunition and camp equipage 
No state shall engage m any war without the consent of 
the umted states m congress assembled, unless such state be 
actually invaded by enermes, or shall have received certam 
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advice of a resolution being formed by some nation of 
Indians to mvade such state, and the danger is so nnmment 
as not to admit of a delay, till the united states in congiess 
assembled can be consulted nor shall any state grant com- 
missions to any ships or vessels of war, nor letters of maique 
or reprisal, except it be after a declaration of var by the 
united states m Congress assembled, and then only against 
the kingdom or state and the subjects thereof, against which 
war has been so declared, and under such regulations as shall 
be established by the united states in congress assembled, 
unless such state be infested by pirates, in which case vessels 
of war may be fitted out foi that occasion, and kept so long 
as the danger shall contmue, or until the united states m 
congress assembled shall determine otherwise 

Article vii Wlien land-forces are raised by any state for 
the common defence, all officers of or under the rank of 
colonel, shall be appointed by the legislature of each state 
respectively by whom such forces shall be raised, or in such 
manner as such state shall direct, and all vacancies shall be 
filled up by the state wffiich first made the appointment 
Article viii All charges of war, and all other expences 
that shall be incurred for the common defence or general 
welfare, and allowed by the united states m congress 
assembled, shall be defrayed out of a common treasury, which 
shall be supplied by the several states, in proportion to the 
value of all land within each state, granted to or surveyed 
for any Person, as such land and the buildings and improve- 
ments thereon shall be estimated according to such mode as 
the united states m congress assembled, shall from time to 
time direct and appomt 
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The taxes for paying that proportion shall be laid and 
levied by the authority and direction of the legislatures of 
the several states within the time agreed upon by the united 
states in congress assembled 

Article ix The united states in congress assembled, shall 
have the sole and exclusive light and power of determining 
on peace and war, except m the cases mentioned in the sixth 
article — of sending and receiving embassadors — entering 
into treaties and alliances, provided that no treaty of com- 
merce shall be made whereby the legislative power of the 
respective states shall be restrained from imposing such 
imposts and duties on foreigners, as their own people are sub- 
jected to, 01 from prohibiting the exportation or importation 
of any species of goods or commodities whatsoever — of estab- 
lishing rules for deciding in aU cases, what captures on land 
or water shall be legal, and in what manner prizes taken by 
land or naval forces in the service of the united states shall 
be divided or appropriated — of granting letters of marque 
and reprisal m times of peace — appointing courts for the 
trial of piracies and felonies committed on the high seas and 
establishing courts for receiving and determimng finally 
appeals in all cases of captures, provided that no member of 
congress shall be appointed a judge of any of the said courts 

The united states in congress assembled shall also be the 
last resort on appeal m all disputes and differences now sub- 
sisting or that hereafter may arise between two or more 
states concermng boundary, jurisdiction or any other cause 
whatever, which authority shall always be exercised in the 
manner following Whenever the legislative or executive 
authority or lawful agent of any state in controversy with 
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another shall piesent a petition to congress stating the matter 
m question and piaying for a hearing, notice thereof shall 
be given by order of congress to the legislative or executive 
authority of the other state in controversy, and a day as- 
signed for the appeal ance of the parties by then lawful 
agents, who shall then be directed to appoint by joint con- 
sent, commissioners or judges to constitute a court for hear- 
ing and determining the matter in question but if they 
cannot agiee, congress shall name three persons out of each 
of the united states, and liom the list of such persons each 
party shall alternately strike out one, the petitioneis begin- 
nmg, until the number shall be reduced to thirteen , and from 
that number not less than seven, nor more than nme names 
as congress shall direct, shall in the presence of congress be 
drawn out by lot, and the persons whose names shall be so 
drawn or any five of them, shall be commissioners or judges, 
to hear and finally determine the controversy, so always as 
a major part of the judges who shall hear the cause shall 
agree in the determination and if either party shall neglect 
to attend at the day appointed, without showing reasons, 
which congress shall judge sufficient, or being present shall 
refuse to strike, the congress shall proceed to nominate three 
persons out of each State, and the secretary of congress shall 
strike in behalf of such party absent or refusmg, and the 
judgment and sentence of the court to be appointed, in the 
manner before prescribed, shall be final and conclusive, and 
if any of the parties shall refuse to submit to the authority 
of such court, or to appear or defend their claim or cause, 
the court shall nevertheless proceed to pronounce sentence, 
or judgment, which shall in like manner be final and decisive,. 
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the judgment oi sentence and other proceedmgs being in 
either case transmitted to congress, and lodged among the 
acts of congress for the security of the parties concerned 
provided that every commissioner, before he sits in judg- 
ment, shall take an oath to be administered by one of the 
judges of the supreme or superior court of the state, where 
the cause shall be tried, 'Veil and truly to hear and determine 
the matter m question, according to the best of his judgment, 
without favour, aftection or hope of reward provided also 
that no state shall be deprived of territory for the benefit 
of the umted states 

All controversies concerning the private right of soil 
claimed under difterent grants of two or more states, whose 
jurisdictions as they may respect such lands, and the states 
which passed such grants are adjusted, the said grants or 
either of them being at the same time claimed to have 
originated antecedent to such settlement of jurisdiction, 
shall on the petition of either party to the congress of the 
united states, be finally determmed as near as may be in the 
same manner as is before prescribed for deciding disputes 
respecting territorial jurisdiction between different states 

The united states in congress assembled shall also have the 
sole and exclusive right and power of regulating the alloy 
and value of com struck by their own authority, or by that 
of the respective states — fixmg the standard of weights and 
measures tliroughout the united states — regulating the 
trade and managmg all affairs with the Indians, not mem- 
bers of any of the states, provided that the legislative right 
of any state within its own limits be not mfrmged or vio- 
lated establishing and regulating post-offices from 
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state to another, throughout all the united states, and ex- 
acting such postage on the papers passing thro’ the same as 
may be requisite to defray the expences of the said office- 
appointing all officers of the land forces, in the ser\ice of 
the united states, excepting regimental officers — appointing 
all the officers of the naval forces, and commissioning all 
officers whatever in the service of the united states — mak- 
mg rules for the government and regulation of the said land 
and naval forces, and directing their operations 

The united states in congiess assembled shall have author- 
ity to appoint a committee, to sit in the recess of congress, 
to be denominated Committee of the States,” and to 
consist of one delegate from each state, and to appoint such 
other committees and cixil officers as may be necessary for 
managing the general affairs of the united states under 
their direction — to appoint one of their number to preside ^ 
provided that no peison be allowed to serve m the office of 
president more than one year in any term of three years, 
to ascertain the necessary sums of Money to be raised for 
the service of the united states, and to appropriate and 
apply the same for defraying the public expences — to borrow 
money, or emit bills on the credit of the imited states, trans- 
mitting every half year to the respective states an account 
of the sums of moneys so borrowed or eimtted, —'to build 
and equip a navy — to agree upon the number of land forces, 
and to make requisitions from each state for its quota, in 
proportion to the number of white inhabitants in such state, 
which lequisitions shall be binding, and thereupon the 
legislature of each state shall appoint the regimental officers, 
raise the men and cloath, arm and equip them in a soldier 
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like manner, at the expence of the united states, and the 
officers and men so cloathed, armed and equipped shall 
march to the place appointed, and within the time agreed 
on by the united states in congress assembled But if the 
united states in congress assembled shall, on consideration of 
circiimstances judge proper that any state should not raise 
men, or should raise a smaller number than its quota, and 
that any other state should raise a greater number of men 
than the quota thereof, such extra number shall be raised, 
officered, cloathed, armed and equipped in the same manner 
as the quota of such state, unless the legislatuie of such state 
shall judge that such extra number cannot be safely spared 
out of the same, in which case they shall raise officer, cloath, 
arm and equip as many of such extra number as they judge 
can be safely spared And the officers and men so cloathed, 
armed and equipped, shall march to the place appointed, 
and within the time agreed on by the umted states in con- 
gress assembled 

The united states in congress assembled shall never engage 
m a war, nor grant letters of marque and reprisal in time of 
peace, nor enter into any treaties or alliances, nor com 
money, nor regulate the value thereof, nor ascertain the 
sums and expences necessary for the defence and welfare of 
the umted states, or any of them, nor emit bills, nor borrow 
money on the credit of the united states, nor appropriate 
money, nor agree upon the number of vessels of war, to be 
bmlt or purchased, or the number ol land or sea forces to be 
raised, nor appoint a commander-m -chief of the army or 
navy, unless nine states assent to the same, nor shall a ques- 
tion on any other point, except for adjourmng from day to 
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day oe determined, unless by the votes of a majority of the 
united states in congress assembled 

The Congress of the umted states shall have power to 
adjourn to any time within the year, and to any place within 
the united states, so that no period of adjourment be for a 
longer duration than the space of six Months, and shall 
publish the Journal of their proceedings monthly, except 
such parts thereof relating to treaties, alhances or military 
operations as in their judgment require secrecy, and the yeas 
and nays of the delegates of each state on any question shall 
be entered on the Journal, when it is desired by any delegate, 
and the delegates of a state, or any of them, at his or their 
request shall be furmshed with a transcript of the said 
Journal, except such parts as are above excepted, to lay 
before the legislatures of the several states 

Article x The committee of the states, oi any nine of 
them, shall be authorized to execute, in the recess of congress, 
such of the powers of congress as the united states in congress 
assembled, by the consent of nme states, shall from time to 
time thmk expedient to vest them with, provided that no 
power be delegated to the said committee, for the exercise 
of which, by the ai tides of confederation, the voice of nine 
states in the congress of the united states assembled is 
requisite 

Article xi Canada acceding to tins confederation, and 
joining in the measures of the umted states, shall be ad- 
mitted into, and entitled to all the advantages of this union 
but no other colony shall be admitted mto the same, unless 
such admission be agreed to by nme states 

Article xii All bills of credit emitted, monies borrowed 
and debts contracted by, or under the authority of congress, 
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before the assembling of the united states, in pursuance of 
the present confederation, shall be deemed and considered as 
a charge against the united states, for payment and satis- 
faction whereof the said united states, and the public faith 
are hereby solemnly pledged 

Article xiii Every state shall abide by the determma- 
tions of the united states in congress assembled, on all ques- 
tions which by tins confederation are submitted to them. 
And the Articles of this confederation shall be inviolably 
observed by every state, and the union shall be perpetual; 
nor shall any alteration at any time heieafter be made m 
any of them , unless such alteration be agreed to in a congress 
of the united states, and be afterwards confirmed by the 
legislatures of every state 

AND WHEREAS it has pleased the Great Governor of 
the World to incline the hearts of the legislatures we respec- 
tively represent m congress, to approve of, and to authorize 
us to ratify the said articles of confederation and perpetual 
union KNOW YE that we the undersigned delegates, by 
virtue of the power and authority to us given for that pur- 
pose, do by these presents, in the name and in behalf of our 
respective constituents, fully and entirely ratify and confirm 
each and every of the said articles of confederation and per- 
petual union, and all and singular the matters and things 
therein contained And we do further solemnly plight and 
engage the faith of our respective constituents, that they 
shall abide by the determinations of the united states in 
congress assembled, on all questions, which by the said 
confederation are submitted to them And that the articles 
thereof shall be inviolably observed by the states we respec- 
tively represent, and that the union shall be perpetual. 
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IN WITNESS whereof we have hereunto set our hands in 
Congress DONE at Philadelplna in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania the ninth Day of July m the Year of our Lord one 
Thousand seven Hundred and Seventy-eight, and in the 
third year of the independence of America

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AN OEDINANCE EOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE TERRITORY OF 
THE ITNITED STATES NORTHWEST OF THE RIVER OHIO 

[The Confedebate Congkess, Jclt 13, 1787J 

Section 1 Be it ordavtbed by the United States in Congress 
assembled, That the said Terntory, for the purpose of tempo- 
rary goveimnent, be one district, subject, however, to be 
divided into two distncts, as future circumstances may, m 
the opimon of Congress, make it expedient 
Sec 2 Be it ordained by the authority aforesaid, That the 
estates both of resident and non-resident proprietors in the 
said terntory, dymg mtestate, shall descend to, and be 
distributed among, their children and the descendants of a 
deceased child m equal parts, the descendants of a deceased 
child or grandchild to take the share of their deceased 
parent m equal parts among them, and where there shah be 
no children or descendants, then m equal parts to the next 
of km, m equal degree, and among collaterals, the children 
of a deceased brother or sister of the mtestate shall have, 
in equal parts among them, their deceased parents’ share, 
and there shall, m no case, be a distmction between kmdred 
of the whole and half blood, savmg m all cases to the widow 
of the mtestate, her third part of the real estate for hfe, and 
one- third part of the personal estate, and this law relative to 
descents and dower, shall remain m full force until altered 
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by tiie legislatuie of the district And until the governor and 
judges shall adopt laws as hereinafter mentioned, estates in 
the said teiritory may be devised or bequeathed by wills m 
writing, signed and sealed by him or her in whom the estate 
may be, (bemg of full age,) and attested by tliree witnesses, 
and real estates may be conveyed by lease and release, or 
bargain and sale, signed, sealed, and delivered by the person, 
bemg of full age, in whom the estate may be, and attested 
by two witnesses, provided such wills be duly proved, and 
such conveyances be acknowledged, or the execution thereof 
duly proved, and be recorded within one year after proper 
magistrates, courts, and registers, shall be appointed for 
that purpose, and personal property may be transferred by 
dehvery, saving, however, to the French and Canadian 
Inhabitants, and other settlers of the Kaskaskies, Saint Vm- 
cents, and the neighbormg villages, w’ho have heretofore 
professed themselves citizens of Virgmia, their laws and cus- 
toms now in force among them, relative to the descent and 
conveyance of property 

Sec 3 Be it ordained by the authority aforesaidj That theie 
shall be appomted, from time to tune, by Congress, a governor 
whose commission shall contmue in force for the term of 
three years, unless sooner revoked by Congress , he shall re- 
side in the district, and have a freehold estate therein, m 
one thousand acres of land, while in the exercise of his office 

Sec 4 There shall be appointed from time to time, by 
Congress, a secretary, whose commission shall continue in 
force for four years, unless sooner revoked, he shall reside 
m the district, and have a freehold estate therein, in five 
hundred acres of land, while in the exercise of his office It 
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shall be bis duty to keep and preserve the acts and laws 
passed by the legislatuie, and the public records of the dis- 
tnct, and the proceedings of the governoi in his executive 
department, and transmit authentic copies of such acts and 
proceedings eveiy six months to the Secretaiy of Congiess 
There shall also be appointed a court, to consist of three 
3 udges, any two of whom to form a couit, who shall have a 
common-law jurisdiction, and reside m the district, and have 
each therein a freehold estate, in five hundred acres of land, 
while in the exeicise of then offices, and then commissions 
shall continue in foice during good behavior 

Sec 5 The governor and judges, or a majority of them, 
shall adopt and publish in the district such laws of the origi- 
nal States, criminal and civil, as may be necessary, and best 
suited to the circumstances of the district, and report them 
to Congress from time to time, winch laws shall be in force 
in the district until the organization of the general assembly 
therein, unless disapproved of by Congress, but afterwards 
the legislature shall have authority to alter them as they 
shall think fit 

Sec 6 The governor, for the time being, shall be com-- 
mander-in-chief of the militia, appoint and commission all 
officers in the same below the rank of general officers, all 
general officers shall be appointed and commissioned by 
Congress 

Sec 7 Previous to the organization of the general as- 
sembly the governor shall appomt such magistrates, and 
other civil officers, m each county or township, as he shall 
find necessary for the preservation of the peace and good 
order in the same After the general assembly shall be 
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organized the powers and duties of magistrates and other 
civil oiEFicers shall be regulated and defined by the said 
assembly, but all magistrates and other cml officers, not 
herem otherwise directed, shall, during the contmuance of 
this temporary government, be appointed by the governor 
Sec 8 For the prevention of crimes and mjuries, the laws 
to be adopted or made shall have force in all parts of the 
district, and for the execution of process, criminal and civil, 
the governor shall make proper divisions thereof, and he 
shall proceed, from time to time, as circumstances may 
require, to lay out the parts of the district in which the 
Indian titles shall ha\ e been extinguished, into counties and 
townslups, subject, however, to such alterations as may 
thereafter be made by the legislature 

Sec 9 So soon as there shall be five thousand free male 
mhabitants, of full age, in the district, upon givmg proof 
thereof to the governor, they shall receive authority, with 
time and place, to elect representatives from their counties 
or townships, to lepresent them in the general assembly 
Promdedj That for every five hundred free male mhabitants 
there shall be one representative, and so on, progressively, 
with the number of free male inhabitants, shall the right of 
representation increase, until the number of representatives 
shall amount to twenty-five, after which the number and 
proportion of representatives shall be regulated by the 
legislature Providedj That no person be eligible or qualified 
to act as a representative, unless he shall have been a citizen 
of one of the United States tliree years, and be a resident in 
the district, or unless he shall have resided m the district 
three years, and, in either case, shall likewise hold m his own 
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right, in fee-simple, two hundied acies of land vntlun the 
same Provided also, That a freehold in fifty acres of land m 
the district, having been a citizen of one of the States, and 
being resident in the district, or the like freehold and two 
years^ residence m the district, shall be necessary to qualify 
a man as an elector of a representative 

Sec 10 The representatives thus elected shall serve loi 
the term of two years, and in case of the death of a repre- 
sentative, or removal from office, the governor shall issue a 
writ to the county or township, for which he was a member, 
to elect another in his stead, to serve for the residue of the 
term 

Sec 11 The general assembly, or legislature, shall con- 
sist of the governoi, legislative council, and a house of rep- 
resentatives The legislative council shall consist of five 
members, to continue in office five years, unless sooner re- 
moved by Congress, any three of whom to be a quorum, 
and the members of the council shall be nominated and 
appointed in the following manner, to wit As soon as rep- 
resentatives shall be elected the governor shall appoint a 
time and place for them to meet together, and, when met 
they shall nominate ten persons, resident in the district, 
and each possessed of a freehold m five hundred acres of 
land, and return their names to Congress, five of whom Con- 
gress shall appoint and comimssion to serve as aforesaid, 
and whenever a vacancy shall happen in the council, by 
death or removal from office, the house of representatives 
shall nominate two persons, qualified as aforesaid, for each 
vacancy, and return their names to Congress, one of whom 
Congress shall appoint and commission for the residue of 
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the teim, and every five yeais, four months at least before 
the expiration of the time of seivice of the members of the 
council, the said house shall nominate ten persons, qualified 
as aforesaid, and return their names to Congress, five of 
whom Congress shall appoint and commission to serve as 
members of the council five years, unless sooner remov^ed 
And the gox'ernor, legislatix^e council, and house of repre- 
sentatixes shall liaxe authonty to make laws in all cases for 
the good government of the distiict, not repugnant to the 
pnnciples and articles in tins ordinance estabhshed and 
declared And all bills, having passed by a majority in the 
house, and by a majoiity in the council, shall be referred to 
the govoinoi for hi^^^ assent, but no bill or legislative act 
whatever, shall be of any force without his assent The 
governor shall have power to convene, prorogue, and dis- 
solve the general assembly, when, in his opimon, it shall be 
expedient 

Sec 12 The governor, judges, legislative council, secre- 
tary, and such other officers as Congress shall appomt in the 
djstnct, shall take an oath or affirmation of fidelity, and 
of office, the governor before the President of Congress, 
and all other officers before the governor As soon as a 
legislature shall be formed in the distnct, the council and 
house assembled, in one room, shall have authority, by joint 
ballot, to elect a delegate to Congress, who shall have a seat 
m Congress, with a right of debating, but not of voting, 
dunng this temporary government 

Sec 13 And for extending the fundamental principles of 
cml and religious liberty, winch form the basis whereon 
these republics, their laws and constitutions, are erected, to 
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fix and establish those principles as tlie basis of all laws, 
constitutions, and governments, which forever hereafter 
shall be formed in the said territory, to provide, also, for 
the establishment of States, and permanent government 
therein, and for their admission to a share in the Federal 
councils on an equal footing with the original States, at as 
early periods as may be consistent with the general interest 

Sec 14 It IS hereby ordained and declored, by the author- 
ity aforesaid, That the following articles shall be considered 
as articles of compact, between the original States and the 
people and States in the said territory, and forever remain 
unalterable, unless by common consent, to wit 

Article I 

No person, demeaning himself in a peaceable and orderly 
manner, shall ever be molested on account of his mode o£ 
worship, or religious sentiments, in the said territories 

Article II 

The inhabitants of the said territory shall always be 
entitled to the benefits of the writs of habeas co7])%Sj and of 
the trial by jury, of a proportionate representation of the 
people in the legislature, and of judicial procedings accord- 
ing to the couise of the common law All persons shall be 
bailable, unless for capital offences, where the proof shall be 
evident, or the presumption great All fines shall be 
moderate, and no cruel or unusual punishments shall be 
inflicted No man shall be deprived of his liberty or 
property, but by the judgment of his peers, or the law of 
the land, and should the public exigencies make it necessary,

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for the common pieservation, to take any person’s propertj^, 
or to demand his particulai services, full compensation shall 
be made for the same And, in the just preservation of 
rights and property, it is understood and declared, that no 
law ought ever to be made or have force in the said territory, 
that shall, in any manner whatever, interfere with or affect 
pnvate contracts, or engagements, bona fide, and without 
fraud pieviously formed 

Article III 

Religion, morality, and knowledge being necessary to good 
government, and the happiness of mankind, schools and the 
means of education shall foiever be encouraged The utmost 
good faith shall always be observed towards the Indians, 
their lands and property shall never be taken from them 
without their consent, and in their piopeity, rights, and 
liberty they never shall be invaded or disturbed, unless in 
just and lavful wars authorized by Congress, but laws 
founded in justice and humanity shall, from time to time, be 
made, for preventing wrongs being done to them, and for 
preserving peace and friendship with them 

Article IV 

The said territory, and the States w^hich may be formed 
therein, shall forever remain a part of this confederacy of 
the United States of America, subject to the Articles of 
Confederation, and to such alterations therein as shall be 
constitutionally made, and to all the acts and ordinances 
of the United States in Congress assembled, conformable 
thereto The inhabitants and settlers in the said territory 
shall be subject to pay a part of the Federal debts, contracted, 
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or to be contracted, and a proportional part of the expenses 
of government to be apportioned on them by Congress, ac- 
cording to the same common rule and measure by which 
apportionments thereof shall be made on the other States, 
and the taxes for paying their proportion shall be laid and 
levied by the authority and direction of the legislatures of 
the district, or districts, or new States, as in the original 
States, within the time agreed upon by the United States in 
Congress assembled The leg]slatures of those distncts, oi 
new States, shall never interfere with the piimary disposal 
of the soil by the United States in Congress assembled, noi 
with any regulations Congress may find necessary for securing 
the title in such soil to the bona-fide purchasers No tax shall 
be imposed on lands the property of the United States, and 
in no case shall non-resident proprietors be taxed higher than 
residents The navigable waters leading into the Mississippi 
and Saint Lawrence, and the carrying places between the 
same, shall be common highways, and forever free, as well 
to the inhabitants of the said territory as to the citizens of 
the United States, and those of any other States that may 
be admitted into the confederacy, without any tax, impost, 
or duty therefor

Aeticle V 

There shall be formed m the said territory not less than 
three nor more than five States, and the boundaries of the 
States, as soon as Virgmia shall alter her act of cession and 
consent to the same, shall become fixed and established as 
follows, to wit The western State, in the said territory, 
shall be hounded by the Mississippi, the Ohio, and the 
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Wnba*=^h Rivers, a direct Ime drawn fiom the Wabash and 
Post Vincents, due noith, to the teriitorial line between the 
United States and Canada, and by the said tenitonal line 
to the Lake of the Woods and Mississippi The middle 
State shall be bounded by the said direct line, the Wabash 
from Post Vincents to the Ohio, by the Ohio, by a direct 
line diawm due north fiom the moiitli of the Gieat Miami to 
the said teiiiloiial Ime, and by the said tenitoiial line The 
eastern State shall be bounded by the last-mentioned direct 
line, the Ohio, Pennsylvania, and the said terntonal line 
Provided^ homver, And it is further understood and declared, 
that the boimdaiies of these thiee States sliall be subject 
so fai to be alteied that, if Congiess shall hereafter find it 
expedient, they shall have authority to foim one or two 
States in that part of the said tenitory which lies north of 
an east and west line drawd through the southerly bend or 
extreme of Lake Michigan And whenever any of the said 
States shall have sixty thousand free inhabitants therem, 
such State shall be admitted, by its delegates, into the Con- 
gress of the United States, on an equal footing with the 
original States, in all lespects whatever, and shall be at 
liberty to fonn a permanent constitution and State govern- 
ment Promdedj The constitution and government, so to be 
foimed, shall be republican, and m conformity to the prin- 
ciples contained m these articles, and, so far as it can be 
consistent with the general interests of the Confederacy, 
such admission shall be allowed at an earlier period, and 
wdien there may be a less number of free inhabitants in the 
State than sixty thousand 
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Article VI 

There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in 
the said territory, otherwise than in the punishment of 
crimes, whereof the party shall have been duly convicted 
Pfomded always, That any person escaping into the same, 
from whom labor or service is lawfully claimed in any one of 
the origmal States, such fugitive may be lawfully reclaimed, 
and conveyed to the person claimmg his or her labor or 
service as aforesaid 

Be it ordained by the authority ajoiesaid, That the resolu- 
tions of the 23d of April, 1784, relati\re to the subject of this 
ordinance, be, and the same are hereby, repealed, and 
declared null and void

ARTICLE I 

Section 1 All legislative Powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a Congress of the Umted States, which shall consist 
of a Senate and House of Representatives 
Section 2 * The House of Representatives shall be com- 
posed of Members chosen every second Year by the People of 
the several States, and the Electors in each State shall have 
the Qualifications requisite for Electors of the most numer- 
ous Branch of the State Legislature

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA PROPOSED BY CONGRESS AND RATIRED BY THE 
LEGISLATURES OF THE SEVERAL STATES PURSUANT TO THE FIFTH ARTICLE 
OF THE ORIGINAL CONSTITUTION 

AMENDMENT I ' 

Congress sliall make no law respectmg an establishment of 
rehgion, or prohibitmg the free exercise thereof, or abndgmg 
the freedom of speech, or of the press, or the nght of the peo- 
ple peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government 
for a ledress of grievances 

AMENDMENT II 

A well regulated Mihtia, bemg necessary to the security of 
a free State, the nght of the people to keep and bear Arms, 
shall not be mfrmged 

AMENDMENT III 

No Soldier shall, in time of peace be quartered in any 
house, without the consent of the Owner, nor m time of 
war, but m a manner to be pres cnbed by law 

I The first ten amendments to the Constitution of the United States 
were proposed to the legislatures of the several States by the First 
Congress, on the 25th of September, 1789 They were ratified bj the 
following States, and the notifications of ratification by the governors 
thereof n ere successively communicated by the President to Congress 
New Jersey, November 20, 1789, Maryland, December 19, 1789, 
North Carohna, December 22, 1789, South Carolina, January 19,

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AMENDMENT IV

persons or things to be seized 

AMENDMENT V 

No person shall be held to answer for a capital, or other- 
wise infamous crime, unless on a presentment or indictment

Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines

AMENDMENT X 

The powers not delegated to the Umted States by the Con-

The State of Vermont, by convention, ratified the Constitu-

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RATIFICATIONS OF THE AMENDMENTS TO THE

The first ten of the preceding articles of amendments (with 
two others which were not ratified by the requisite number 
of States) weie submitted to the several State legislatures 
by a resolution of Congiess which passed on the 25th of 
September, 1789, at the first session of the First Congress, and 
were ratified by the legislatures of the following States
